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FRACTIONALS  REMAIN  STRONG 

NATIONALS  IN  DEMAND 


ACTIVITY 

...across  the  market

The  overall  marketplace  seems  to  be  searching  for  direction.  While 
last  year  at  this  time  the  dominant  trend  was  upward,  this  no  longer  seems 
to  be  the  case.  Some  dealers  report  disappointing  results  while  others 
dealing  in  similar  material  continue  to  experience  considerable  success. 
Notes  in  the  less  expensive  price  ranges,  particularly  those  under  $100, 
remain  very  much  in  demand.  The  market  for  higher  priced  notes, 
especially  material  in  the  $1,000  and  up  bracket,  appears  far  less  certain. 

Whether  this  is  simply  a  pause  before  a  resumption  of  another 
well-defined  round  of  increases  or  a  signal  that  overall  price  levels  might 
potentially  be  adjusted  downward  remains  to  be  seen. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

The  least  expensive  notes  continue  to  be  very  much  in  demand. 
Undisputed  top  quality  also  remains  the  object  of  considerable  buyer 
interest.  Less  sought  after  than  several  months  ago  are  Choice  notes,  those 
that  are  quite  attractive,  do  not  suffer  from  distracting  defects,  but  don't 
quite  make  it  to  the  highest  quality  levels.  Friedberg-number  signature 
rarities  remain  in  demand.  Overall,  however,  the  market  for  large  type 
simply  fails  to  display  the  same  vigor  it  did  a  year  ago. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Recent  market  trends  continue  here.  The  relatively  low  price  levels 
in  this  area  attract  both  the  beginner  and  the  individual  of  more  limited 
means  who  enjoy  the  paper  money  hobby. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

While  some  areas  of  the  market  appear  weaker  than  in  the  recent 
past,  this  is  certainly  not  the  case  with  Fractional.  A  near-orphan  area 
from  the  standpoint  of  dealer  and  collector  interest  several  years  ago, 
Fractional  is  now  perhaps  the  strongest  specialty  area  of  the  hobby.  One 
dealer  who  does  considerable  business  in  Fractional  reports  a  chronic 
inability  to  stock  enough  of  the  VG  and  Fine  notes  to  meet  customer 
demand.  This  source  is  also  noting  an  increasing  interest  in  the  highest 
quality  pieces  despite  rising  prices.  Virtually  all  of  the  Fractional  types 
can  be  acquired  in  Gem  for  $500  or  less  and  many  of  them  for  $200 
or  lower.  The  quality  conscious  buyers  scared  away  by  the  $1,000  plus 
prices  for  most  of  the  large  size  type  notes  in  Gem  may  be  redirecting 
their  buying  interest  towards  Fractional. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

The  story  remains  much  the  same  here  as  in  the  recent  past.  The 
note  from  an  in-demand  state,  whose  value  is  a  function  of  the  rarity 
of  the  issuing  bank,  is  very  much  in  demand  —  sometimes  at  a  "wonder” 
price.  Uncirculated  Nationals  from  more  common  banks  are  also  very 
much  sought  after  provided  they  are  nicely  centered.  Nationals  have  never 
been  the  provence  of  the  speculator  and  remain  a  collector  favorite.  They 
tend  to  be  purchased  by  individuals  who  simply  enjoy  and  appreciate 
them  and  are  generally  held  by  their  owners  for  considerable  periods 


of  time.  This  typically  results  in  greater  price  stability  over  time  for  the 
field  as  a  whole.  What  volatility  there  is  in  national  price  levels  occurs 
more  on  a  state  by  state  basis  as  new  buyers  enter  and  former  collectors 
retire  from  what  can  be  at  times  a  very  thin  market.  The  entry  of  a  single 
new  buyer  for  notes  from  a  particular  state  can  sometimes  redefine  price 
levels  for  notes  in  that  area. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  collector  dominated  fields  of  Confederate  and  Obsolete  continue 
to  be  relatively  strong.  With  many  notes  in  both  fields  available  at  low 
prices,  beginning  collectors  can  and  do  enjoy  these  fields  even  on 
relatively  limited  budgets. 

AUCTIONS 

Superior  Galleries'  February  1991  sale  will  include  a  major  collection 
of  California  National  Bank  Notes,  including  several  varieties  of  rare  Gold 
Bank  Notes.  Gold  Bank  Notes  were  a  phenomena  unique  to  hard-money 
California,  and  the  coins  portrayed  on  the  reverses  have  long  made  the 
notes  a  favorite  among  gold  coin  collectors;  several  are  included  from 
San  Francisco,  as  well  as  Oakland,  Sacramento,  and  San  Jose.  Also 
included  are  a  San  Dimas  1902  issue  that  is  the  only  large  size  note  known 
from  this  town,  and  several  low  serial  numbers  (including  several  Serial 
#1  notes). 

The  American  Bank  Note  Co.  Part  III

During  the  years  of  1920  and  1921  the  Company  developed  some 
special  banknote  paper  and  printing  processes.  The  paper  was  made  to 
the  Company's  formula  by  Crane  &  Co.,  and  was  named  "ABNCO  Safety 
Paper".  The  development  of  this  paper  began  in  a  small  paper  mill  which 
was  rented  by  the  Company  in  1910.  In  contrast  to  the  conventional  paper 
which  is  often  used  for  checks,  and  merely  displays  a  faint  overall  printed 
pattern,  this  special  paper  looks  like  a  very  fine  quality  white  paper  (in 
some  cases  it  may  also  contain  planchettes).  If  someone  should  try  to 
alter  the  banknote  by  using  some  kind  of  bleaching  chemical,  a  very 
strong  stain  makes  an  appearance.  It  took  many  years  of  research  to  make 
sure  that  the  chemicals  which  were  put  into  the  paper  would  remain 
stable  over  long  periods  of  time,  or  in  general  circulation. 

Another  development  was  a  distinctive  printing  process  used  for 
currency,  travelers  checks,  and  other  documents.  By  1920  the  Company 
had  made  this  process  into  a  large  scale  operation.  This  process  has  proven 
to  be  unique  with  its  combination  of  essential  characteristics.  As  the 
process  is  not  in  general  use,  there  is  no  common  name  for  it.  It  is  a 
form  of  surface  printing,  and  uses  an  intermediate  cylinder  ( like  in  offset 
lithography ),  but  differs  materially  in  other  respects.  The  finished  product 
shows  many  distinctive  characteristics:  first,  a  large  number  of  colors  can 
be  used,  and  the  registration  of  those  colors  is  extremely  precise;  second, 
the  quality  of  the  printing  is  uniform  over  long  runs.  The  special  presses 
used  for  the  printing  were  built  in  the  Company's  own  machine  shop. 

Except  for  certain  travelers  checks,  people  in  this  country  have  little 
opportunity  to  see  the  results  of  this  printing  process.  But,  travelers  to 
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The  Greensheet  reports  the  national  currency  market  on  a  monthly  basis.

South  America  often  remark  about  the  colorful  banknotes  that  they 
encounter.  The  notes  are  not  only  attractive,  they  are  hard  to 
counterfeit.  The  counterfeiter  knows  that  a  note  made  to  fool  an  expert 
is  virtually  impossible  to  produce,  so  he  usually  will  just  try  to  deceive 
an  inattentive  person.  To  this  end,  plates  made  by  photography  and 
then  worked  over  by  hand  ought  to  do  the  trick.  But  when  engraving 
is  combined  with  all  those  colors,  some  very  nearly  alike,  the  camera 
filters  cannot  separate  them.  The  counterfeiter  is  frustrated  in  his 
attempts. 

However,  all  counterfeiters  are  not  dishonest.  There  are  honest 
ones  also.  In  fact  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  employed  a 
man  of  exceptional  skills  and  ability.  His  name  was  Joseph  Ford  and 
his  long  career  was  devoted  to  attempting  to  duplicate  the  Company's 
products.  In  his  locked  and  secluded  quarters,  he  was  provided  with 
assistants,  equipment,  chemicals,  or  anything  else  he  needed.  Of 
course  everyone  was  pleased  when  he  failed  to  duplicate  a  note, 
or  document.  His  successes  however,  led  to  changes  in  design  or 
production  methods.  When  a  counterfeiter  chooses  a  document  to 
copy,  he  will  always  pick  the  one  that  offers  the  fewest  difficulties. 
They  will  occupy  themselves  where  their  chances  of  success  are 
greater. 

Providing  all  of  the  necessary  safeguards  against  counterfeiting 
is  only  one  of  the  obligations  of  a  security  printer.  The  other,  and 
perhaps  the  most  important  of  the  two,  is  to  insure  that  no 
unauthorized  document  is  ever  produced.  The  exact  number  of 
documents  ordered,  is  the  exact  number  that  are  produced  and 
delivered.  This  problem  is  actually  more  serious  than  the  first,  as  any 
'extra'  documents  would  not  differ  in  any  way  from  a  valid  one,  and 
so  would  be  far  more  dangerous. 

To  insure  that  no  'extra'  document  ever  leaves  any  of  the 
Company's  plants,  12%  of  the  employees  are  occupied  full  time  in 
counting,  checking,  and  verifying  everything.  Many  of  the  ways  that 
this  is  done  are  confidential,  but  some  are  not,  and  can  be  described. 
Each  time  there  is  an  order,  the  paper  is  furnished  in  stacks  which 
are  referred  to  as  'blind  count'  stacks.  Employees  in  locked  paper 
rooms  get  an  exact  count  for  each  stack,  and  then  transmit  the  figures 
to  an  independent  'control  room'.  Then  the  paper  is  transferred  to 
the  pressroom,  where  it  is  counted  again.  The  count  is  then  reported 
to  the  control  room,  and  any  discrepancy  is  promptly  investigated. 
As  the  work  progresses,  similar  counts  and  checks  are  constantly  being 
made.  Doors  between  the  different  departments  are  locked  and 
employees  only  have  access  to  their  own  departments,  unless  they 


are  properly  authorized  and  accompanied.  Even  the  Company's 
officers  and  executives  have  no  more  freedom  of  movement  than 
anyone  else.  Any  spoiled  work  is  accounted  for  in  a  detailed  audit, 
and  then  cancelled  and  burned.  A  discrepancy  of  a  single  sheet  is 
usually  discovered  within  minutes. 

Normally,  most  security  documents  have  serial  numbers,  printed 
in  dark  or  contrasting  colors.  The  numbering  requires  a  full  measure 
of  protective  care  for  a  couple  of  reasons:  First,  the  numbers  must 
be  correct,  and  the  documents  delivered  in  packages  which  are  in 
strict  numerical  order.  This  is  to  safeguard  against  tampering,  and 
also  to  make  it  easy  for  the  recipient  to  check  the  count.  The  other 
reason  is  to  provide  protection  against  alteration.  An  altered  serial 
number  could  make  various  felonies  possible!  The  numbering  is 
assured  to  be  correct  by  an  elaborate  checking  system  involving  every 
document  or  banknote.  No  'spot  checks',  or  sampling  here.  The 
Company  uses  a  number  of  inducements  to  relieve  the  routine  of 
the  countless  checking  operations  which  never  end.

The  safety  of  the  documents  and  the  numbering  is  assured  by 
the  use  of  special  inks  which  make  alterations  difficult,  and  if  you 
haven't  already  guessed,  the  Company  makes  all  of  its  inks  in  its  own 
plants,  to  its  own  formulas.  This  is  an  important  additional  safeguard 
against  counterfeiting,  as  the  colors  used  are  not  those  which  can 
be  purchased  over  the  counter,  or  easily  duplicated  .  The  inks  that 
the  Company  makes  are  'off-shades'  of  conventional  colors,  rather 
than  straightforward  colors.  All  the  inks  are  of  the  highest  quality, 
and  only  the  finest  of  raw  materials  are  utilized.  By  making  its  own 
inks  the  Company  can  turn  out  the  exact  same  tone,  or  color,  year 
after  year,  decade  after  decade,  century  after  century.  To  be 
continued .  .  .

GRADING 

Gem  Crisp  Uncirculated  —An  almost  perfect  note.  Better  than  average  margins.  No  aging  or  fading. 

Choice  Crisp  Uncirculated  —A  nice  new  note  but  not  quite  Gem. Centering  may  be  a  little  off.  May  show  some  aging  or  light  counting  smudges  or  wrinkles. 

Crisp  Uncirculated  —No  trace  of  circulation.  Can  have  centering  problems,  pin  holes,  counting  smudges,  wrinkle,  close  margins,  or  a  corner  tip  fold  (not  into  design). 

AU  —(Almost  new)  These  will  be  much  the  same  as  a  "new"  note  except  for  a  single  fold  or  several  corner  folds. 

XF  — Circulated;  may  have  some  folds;  still  has  some  crispness. 

VF  —Some  circulation;  may  show  several  folds  and  will  have  lost  some  of  its  crispness  and  color. 

F  —Well  circulated  with  little  crispness  remaining;  edges  may  be  rough. 

VG  —Will  be  fairly  well  soiled;  may  be  significantly  worn;  might  have  roughness  around  the  edges  with  only  minute  problems.

COLLECTOR  MATERIAL  ADVANCES  IN  PRICE 

FRACTIONAL  REMAINS  STRONG 


ACTIVITY 

...across  the  market 

by  Kevin  Foley 

Although  some  participants  feared  late  last  year  that  significant  price 
reversals  across  a  wide  front  were  possible,  such  a  scenario  does 
not  seem  to  have  taken  place.  Overall,  material  is  selling  well  at  current 
CDN  levels  and  the  market  remains  broadly-based  at  the  prices  reported 
here. 

Particular  bright  spots  are  the  moderate  to  lower-priced 
collector-oriented  material  and  fractional  currency.  In  both  of  these  areas, 
dealers  report  growing  buyer  interest  and  paying  higher  than  anticipated 
prices  to  replace  sold  inventory.  Those  who  conduct  an  important  level 
of  business  and  are  regarded  as  the  "marketmakers"  in  these  two  areas 
indicate  that  a  lack  of  available  supply  to  meet  current  customer  demand 
is  a  growing  difficulty. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Demand  here  is  presently  strongest  for  the  moderate  to  lower-priced 
collector  notes,  and  prices  in  this  area  continue  to  advance.  Dealers  report 
that  they  could  sell  much  more  of  this  material— if  only  they  could  locate 
it.  The  higher-priced  and  better-quality  notes  are  selling  well  at  current 
CDN  levels,  although  the  price  increases  seen  in  this  area  over  the  past 
several  years  no  longer  seem  evident.  In  short,  there  is  currently  a  balance 
between  supply  and  demand,  with  notes  selling  well  at  levels  typically 
25%-50%  higher  than  two  or  three  years  ago. 

It  should  be  remembered  by  buyers  that  such  "eye  appeal"  factors 
as  centering,  color  and  relative  freedom  from  distracting  problems  become 
more  important  (for  resale  purposes)  as  the  price  of  a  note  increases. 
A  well-centered  and  bright  Bison  note  with  a  single  light  fold  offered 
at  a  premium  retail  price  is  often  a  better  value  than  the  apparent 
bargain-priced  note  of  the  same  type  which  suffers  from  poor-centering 
and  an  unsightly  counting  smudge. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

While  price  advances  are  no  longer  taking  place  here  for  a  wide 
range  of  issues  and  conditions,  notes  are  selling  well  at  current  Green- 
sheet  levels.  Like  the  upper  end  of  the  Large  Size  type  area,  there 
would  seem  to  be  an  equilibrium  between  supply  and  demand 
resulting  in  a  healthy  level  of  sales  and  enough  new  material  com¬ 
ing  onto  the  market  to  satisfy  demand. 

Dealers  who  specialize  in  Small  Size  material  report  a  growing 
interest  in  star  notes,  particularly  the  much  scarcer  and  therefore 
more  expensive  stars.  Price  advances  for  better  small  size  stars  are 
taking  place,  and  we  expect  this  trend  to  continue  based  upon  the 
growing  interest  of  collectors  for  these  scarce  items. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Fractional,  particularly  the  lowest  priced  notes,  are  a  focus  of  intense 
buyer  interest.  Dealers  report  being  able  to  sell  all  the  lower-priced 
circulated  fractional  they  are  able  to  buy,  and  bemoan  a  lack  of  supply 
to  meet  customer  demand.  The  higher-quality  fractional  pieces, 
particularly  Spinner,  Justice  and  Lincoln  notes,  are  selling  well  with 
numerous  price  increases.  Some  of  the  Spinner  and  Justice  varieties  can 
be  maddeningly  elusive,  and  as  buyers  become  more  educated  to  this 


fact  dealers  are  reporting  growing  numbers  of  sales  at  premium  prices 
well-above  current  CDN  levels. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

This  area  remains  strong  yet  fluid,  in  the  sense  that  the  value  of  a 
particular  note  is  highly  dependent  on  the  current  needs  of  the  typical 
handful  of  buyers  for  that  state  (or  region  of  the  state  in  question).  The 
entry  of  a  single,  well-financed  buyer  into  a  particular  state  market  can 
redefine  the  current  level  for  notes  from  that  state.  Conversely,  the 
departure  of  a  serious  state  collector  from  the  scene  can  see  a  similar 
effect  in  the  opposite  direction.  Keeping  informed  of  buyer  wants  remains 
the  key  to  commercial  success  in  this  area,  which  might  be  the  most 
difficult  of  the  paper  money  specialties  to  master. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

As  has  been  the  case  for  some  time,  Confederate,  Obsolete  Notes, 
and  Stocks  and  Bonds  continue  to  enjoy  a  growing  following.  Dealers 
whose  offerings  include  a  wider  range  of  paper  ephemera  report  growing 
collector  interest  in  Western-oriented  memorabilia,  such  as  Wild  West 
show  posters  and  old  mining  documents. 

AUCTIONS 

Unlike  the  period  12-18  months  ago  when  a  seemingly  endless  supply 
of  rare  and  higher-quality  paper  was  coming  on  the  market  via  the  auction 
route,  considerably  less  material  has  recently  been  offered  in  this  fashion. 
Most  noteworthy  in  February  will  be  the  Superior  Galleries'  sale  of  a 
significant  holding  of  California  Nationals,  and  Coin  Galleries'  mail  bid 
sale  with  a  large  group  of  colonial  notes. 

Military  Payment  Certificates 

...an  update 

by  Tom  Knebl 

For  the  most  part,  the  current  MPC  market  has  remained  fairly  stable, 
with  little  movement  in  regard  to  the  higher-priced  issues.  However,  prices 
of  mid-range  notes  are  moving  slowly  upward.  Low-priced  issues  continue 
to  be  in  short  supply,  and  prices  continue  to  move  up.  Circulated  notes 
remain  very  stable,  with  prices  at  a  virtual  standstill. 

There  continues  to  be  a  steady  influx  of  new  collectors,  most  of  whom 
are  buying  lower-priced  uncirculated  notes,  or  higher-priced  circulated 
issues.  Most  dealers'  inventories  are  very  low,  even  with  regard  to  the 
'common  notes'.  Without  an  influx  of  new  material,  prices  should 
continue  to  edge  upward  over  the  near-term. 

The  replacement  note  market  has  leveled  off,  and  little  material  is 
currently  available.  When  notes  do  appear,  asking  prices  tend  to  be  very 
optimistic,  to  say  the  least.  Due  to  the  very  high  prices  of  replacements 
in  the  current  market,  there  is  a  very  obvious  lack  of  new  collectors 
entering  this  specialized  area.  Years  ago  these  replacement  notes  could 
be  easily  found,  just  by  looking  around  at  coin  shows.  Few  people 
collected  them,  and  most  dealers  didn't  even  know  they  existed.  Today, 
it  seems,  everyone  knows  about  them  and  how  to  tell  them  apart  from 
regularly  issued  notes.  It  is  also  common  knowledge  that  they  are  worth 
a  bunch  of  money.  So  it  has  become  very  difficult  to  find  any  bargains 
anymore.  At  this  point  in  time,  there  probably  are  not  a  whole  lot  of 
undiscovered  replacement  notes  out  there — most  all  are  in  collections...

GRADING 


Gem  Crisp  Uncirculated  —An  almost  perfect  note.  Better  than  average  margins.  No  aging  or  fading. 

Choice  Crisp  Uncirculated  —A  nice  new  note  but  not  quite  Gem. Centering  may  be  a  little  off.  May  show  some  aging  or  light  counting  smudges  or  wrinkles. 

Crisp  Uncirculated  —No  trace  of  circulation.  Can  have  centering  problems,  pin  holes,  counting  smudges,  wrinkle,  close  margins,  or  a  corner  tip  fold,  (not  into  design) 

AU  —(Almost  new)  These  will  be  much  the  same  as  a  "new"  note  except  for  a  single  fold  or  several  corner  folds. 

XF  —Circulated  may  have  some  folds.  Still  has  some  crispness. 

VF  —Some  circulation;  may  show  several  folds  and  will  have  lost  some  of  its  crispness  and  color. 

F  —Well  circulated  with  little  crispness  remaining;  edges  may  be  rough. 

VG  —Will  be  fairly  well  soiled;  may  be  significantly  worn;  might  have  roughness  around  the  edges  with  only  minute  problems.

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COLLECTOR  NOTES  CONTINUE  ADVANCES 

DEALERS  REPORT  INCREASED  SALES 


ACTIVITY 

...across  the  market 


by  Kevin  Foley 

The  trend  towards  growing  interest  and  higher  prices  for  the 
less-expensive  notes  favored  by  collectors  continues,  and  appears  to  be 
gaining  even  more  momentum.  Competition  between  dealers  for  this 
type  of  material  is  keen  and  buyers  will  often  "stretch"  (paying  a  bit  more 
than  they'd  like)  when  bidding  on  collections  featuring  solid  quantities 
of  circulated  items.  The  upper-end  of  the  quality  spectrum  also  appears 
to  be  enjoying  increased  levels  of  buyer  interest.  Over  the  past  month 
several  dealers  conducting  significant  business  in  better-quality  material 
have  reported  noticeable  sales  increases  triggered  by  more  broadly  based 
customer  interest. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

While  demand  for  the  lower-priced  and  mid-level  collector  notes 
continues  to  be  quite  strong,  buyer  interest  in  the  Choice  and  Better 
higher-priced  material  now  seems  to  be  the  focus  of  more  buyer  interest 
than  has  been  the  case  over  the  past  several  months.  For  the  most  part, 
however,  this  increased  buying  activity  for  better-quality  notes  has  taken 
place  with  only  scattered  price  increases,  since  available  supplies  on  the 
market  seem  largely  adequate  to  accommodate  buyer  interest.  Several 
more  months  of  the  increased  buying  pressure  recently  observed  here 
could  well  translate  into  broad  price  advances  as  supplies  available  for 
sale  at  any  given  time  are  stretched  increasingly  thin. 

As  reported  here  a  number  of  times  in  the  past,  large  size  type  note 
buyers  are  becoming  increasingly  conscious  of  "eye  appeal"  factors, 
particularly  centering.  More  buyers  than  in  the  past  would  now  prefer 
a  nicely-centered  Almost  Uncirculated  note  with  a  difficult  to  detect  light 
fold  than  an  Uncirculated  piece  without  the  fold  but  impaired  by  poor 
centering. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Recently  reported  trends  continue  here.  Prices  for  notes  purchased 
as  examples  for  their  design  type  are  trading  well  at  current  levels  and 
there  appears  to  be  little  price  pressure  in  either  direction.  More 
specialist-oriented  materials  (scarce  star  notes  for  example),  would  appear 
to  be  under  considerable  upward  pressure.  New  buyers  recently  entering 
the  field  disturb  the  supply-demand  balance  for  items  that  dealers  have 
difficulty  locating  for  their  customers. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

The  growing  buyer  interest  in  fractional,  which  has  been  reported 
here  over  the  past  year,  continues  to  gather  strength.  Buyers  are  focusing 
primarily  on  opposite  ends  of  the  spectrum;  the  cheapest  "beginner" 
items  and  the  best-quality  notes  (appealing  to  the  more  affluent  collector). 
Dealers  who  are  able  to  offer  Gem  quality  notes,  report  that  those 
exceptional  Gems  approaching  "wonder  note"  status  can  be  sold  well 
above  current  GREENSHEET  Gem  levels. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

The  recent  Superior  Galleries  auction  offering  of  California  National 
Bank  Notes  is  considered  by  a  number  of  knowledgeable  observers  of 
nationals  to  have  displayed  some  price  weakness  in  this  market.  As  such, 


it  demonstrates  a  point  we  made  last  month  which  now  bears  repeating. 
"The  entry  of  a  single,  well-financed  buyer  into  a  particular  'state'  market 
can  redefine  the  current  level  for  notes  from  that  state.  Conversely,  the 
departure  of  a  serious  state  collector  from  the  scene  can  see  a  similar 
effect  in  the  opposite  direction." 

This  is  precisely  what  appears  to  have  taken  place  with  the  Superior 
offering.  With  the  late  Philip  Krakover  no  longer  a  market  force,  and 
holdings  of  another  significant  California  collector  offered  in  the  February 
Superior  sale,  two  of  the  most  serious  and  wide-ranging  buyers  in  the 
recent  California  market  were  not  a  factor  in  the  sale  and  the  prices  it 
generated.  Other  collectors  in  this  market  were  therefore  able  to  buy 
notes  from  the  sale  free  from  the  upward  bidding  pressure  of  two  serious 
competitors.  This  translated  into  prices  that  National  Bank  Note  dealers 
generally  consider  to  be  weaker  than  previous  levels  for  California 
material. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  collector  dominated  Colonial  market  continues  at  a  healthy  pace. 
While  price  levels  here  remain  relatively  stable,  considerable  activity  is 
taking  place.  Interest  in  paper  ephemera  continues  to  grow,  particularly 
for  those  items  relating  to  the  history  of  the  American  West,  such  as  mining 
documents  and  mining  securities. 

AUCTIONS 

Stack's  March  sale  will  include  a  number  of  unusual  large  size  note 
offerings,  including  Serial  #1  examples  of  the  $1,  $2  and  $5  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  Note;  Serial  #1  $20  and  $50  Red  Seal  Federal  Reserve  Notes;  several 
double  denomination  notes,  both  large  and  small;  multiple  $10  and  $20 
Federal  Reserve  Bank  Notes  and  an  Uncirculated  $20  1891  Coin  Note. 


The  American  Banknote  Co. 

Part  IV

Fine  security  printing  required  solutions  to  many  logistical  problems. 
It  had  always  been  the  case  that  intaglio  printing  had  to  be  done  on  wet, 
or  dampened,  paper— hence  the  term  'wet  printing'.  This  meant  that 
moisture  had  to  be  added  before  the  printing  began,  and  then  there  was 
the  problem  with  sheet  distortion,  and  wrinkling,  which  resulted.  The 
only  way  to  eliminate  the  wetting  would  be  to  redesign  the  presses 
themselves,  as  any  kind  of  dry  printing  method  would  require  much 
greater  pressure.  The  greater  pressure  would  also  slow  down  production 
and  shorten  the  useful  life  of  the  printing  plates.  In  any  event,  the  Company 
did  overcome  the  obstacles  and  developed  a  dry  printing  method  in  the 
late  1920s.  Many  years  later  other  printers  were  to  follow  suit,  and  finally, 
in  1957,  even  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  &  Printing  began  to  print  our 
currency  using  the  dry  method. 

The  American  Banknote  Company  has  designed  and  manufactured 
much  of  the  equipment  it  has  used  throughout  most  of  its  history.  This 
includes  the  steel  plate  presses  used  for  the  actual  printing  of  the 
banknotes.  It  is  interesting  that  the  Company  has  never  sold  any  of  the 
equipment,  including  presses,  that  it  has  designed  and  manufactured. 
It  must  have  been  a  very  expensive  part  of  doing  business,  as  the  limited

production  would  result  in  very  high  costs  per  unit  of  equipment.  Perhaps 
if  the  Company  had  sold  some  of  this  equipment  to  other  printers,  it  would 
have  resulted  in  a  better  financial  position  for  the  Company  today. 

The  evolution  of  the  steel  plate  press  begins  with  the  'spider'  press 
which  was  used  over  a  century  ago.  It  is  interesting  that  these  presses 
are  still  being  used  today  by  the  White  House  for  its  stationery  needs. 
All  of  the  'spider's'  operations  are  done  by  hand— the  inking  of  the  plate, 
the  wiping  and  polishing,  and  the  movement  of  the  plate  and  paper 
through  the  press— which  takes  some  effort!  It's  worth  the  effort  though, 
as  the  quality  of  the  finished  product  is  superb.  The  drawback  is  the 
speed— just  too  slow  for  those  large  jobs.  The  first  power  driven  presses 
eliminated  the  manual  moving  of  the  plate  and  paper  under  the  wheel, 
but  the  printing  plate  still  had  to  be  inked,  wiped,  and  polished  by  hand. 
Later  versions  of  these  flat-bed  power-driven  presses  would  ink  and  wipe 
the  plate  mechanically,  though  the  polishing  still  had  to  be  done  by  hand. 

Around  the  turn  of  the  century,  the  Company  developed  the  rotary 
power  press.  These  powerful  presses  inked,  wiped, and  polished  the 
printing  plates  automatically,  and  at  first  printed  banknotes  by  the  wet 
method.  These  early  rotary  presses  were  gradually  improved  until  they 
were  capable  of  producing  high  quality  intaglio  work  using  the  dry  method 
of  printing.  Later,  during  the  1930s,  a  high  speed  rotary  press  was 
developed  which  was  much  faster  than  the  previously  used  presses.  In 
1 954,  the  Company  developed  a  very  high  speed,  automatically-fed  press, 
which  was  probably  the  best  in  the  world  at  that  time. 

Paper  has  always  been  a  problem  for  security  printers,  especially  if 
it  is  used  to  produce  banknotes.  Most  other  documents  of  value  are  not 
subject  to  constant  use  (as  are  banknotes);  they  are  usually  put  in  a  safe 
place  and  left  alone  most  of  the  time.  Not  so,  however,  with  paper  money. 
Here  we  have  a  situation  where  the  paper  is  under  almost  constant  stress 
from  many  sources.  Wallets,  dirt,  moisture,  constant  circulation,  and 
folding  all  take  their  toll.  During  World  War  II,  the  Company  was  a  pioneer 
in  the  development  of  a  banknote  paper  which  utilized  'melamine'. 
This'melamine'  gives  the  paper  a  much  greater  resistance  to  wear  from 
folding,  tearing,  and  rubbing.  The  greatest  benefit  however,  is  the  wet 
strength  it  imparts  to  the  paper.  As  soon  as  the  paper  was  able  to  meet 
all  the  other  requirements  of  the  printing  and  finishing  processes,  the 
Company  began  using  it  in  all  of  its  banknote  production.  It  was  many 
years  before  other  companies  in  the  banknote  industry  were  to  use  this 
type  of  paper.  As  the  Company's  banknote  products  were  far  more  durable 
than  the  competition's  products,  it  gave  the  Company  a  real  competitive 
edge,  and  sales  were  strong. 

Lately,  electronics  and  printing  have  found  many  ways  to  work 
together.  There  are  magnetic  inks  which  computers  can  read,  making  it 
possible  to  combine  the  safety  of  engraving  and  printing  with  the  speed 


and  automatic  handling  of  electronics.  Numerous  other  developments 
served  to  keep  the  Company  in  pace  with  the  ever-changing  needs  of 
society  for  security  printing. 

The  Company  began  its  second  century  in  1 958, 1 63  years  after  Robert 
Scot  began  his  banknote  business.  The  Company  began  this  second 
century  better  equipped  than  ever  before  to  serve  all  of  its  domestic  and 
foreign  customers,  and  seemed  to  have  the  correct  formula  for  survival. 
Engravers  were  being  trained  for  work  in  the  21  st  century,  and  future  plans 
were  carefully  formulated.  The  Company  had  always  set  its  policies,  and 
met  its  problems,  in  what  can  be  termed  a  noncompetitive  manner.  This 
means  the  Company  set  its  policies  and  methods  without  regard  to  what 
the  competition  was  doing. This  noncompetitive  attitude  was  firmly 
embedded  in  the  thinking  of  the  management,  as  it  was  felt  that  to  think 
in  any  other  way  could,  or  would,  lead  to  short-cuts.  It  is  possible  that 
this  way  of  thinking  may  have  led  the  American  Bank  Note  Company 
towards  its  recent  demise...

Gem  Crisp  Uncirculated  —An  almost  perfect  note.  Better  than  average  margins.  No  aging  or  fading. 

Choice  Crisp  Uncirculated  —A  nice  new  note  but  not  quite  Gem. Centering  may  be  a  little  off.  May  show  some  aging  or  light  counting  smudees  or  wrinkles 

Crisp  Uncirculated  -No  trace  of  circulation.  Can  have  centering  problems,  pin  holes,  counting  smudges,  wrinkle,  close  margins,  or  a  corner  tip  fold  (not  into  design). 

AU  —(Almost  new)  These  will  be  much  the  same  as  a  new  note  except  for  a  single  fold  or  several  corner  folds  P 

XF  —Circulated;  may  have  some  folds;  still  has  some  crispness. 

VF  —Some  circulation;  may  show  several  folds  and  will  have  lost  some  of  its  crispness  and  color. 

F  —Well  circulated  with  little  crispness  remaining;  edges  may  be  rough. 

VC -Will  be  fairly  well  soiled;  may  be  significantly  worn;  might  have  roughness  around  the  edges  with  only  minute  problems.

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MARKET  FOCUS  ON  COLLECTOR  NOTES 

FRACTIONAL  CONTINUES  TO  ADVANCE 


ACTIVITY 

...across  the  market 

by  Kevin  Foley 

Recently  reported  market  trends  have  continued  over  the  past  month 
without  a  noticeable  change  in  direction.  Price  advances  continue  to 
take  place  primarily  in  the  area  of  lower-priced  collector  Large  Size  Notes 
and  Fractional  Currency.  Price  advances  for  Fractional  are  taking  place 
largely  at  opposite  ends  of  the  quality  spectrum;  well-circulated 
inexpensive  Fractional  is  very  much  in  demand  as  is  the  very  highest 
quality. 

The  absence  of  large  numbers  of  price  advances  in  other  areas  should 
not  be  mistaken  for  market  weakness.  While  there  are  scattered  plus  signs 
elsewhere,  considerable  marketplace  activity  is  taking  place  at  these  levels. 
Supply  and  demand  seem  to  be  equally  matched. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Again,  as  in  the  recent  past,  the  supply  of  lower  grade  material 
remains  inadequate  to  meet  buyer  demand.  The  result  is  still  another 
round  of  price  increases.  Both  mail-order  and  show-oriented  dealers  report 
having  difficulty  replacing  lower-end  inventory  once  it  is  sold  and  typically 
have  to  pay  a  bit  more  than  anticipated  to  replenish  shrinking  stocks. 
A  collector  visiting  a  coin  show  with  a  reasonably  large  group  of  circulated 
Large  Size  Notes  will  generally  have  little  trouble  obtaining  several 
competitive  offers  and  will  likely  go  home  pleasantly  surprised  at  the 
liquidity  of  his  material. 

The  upper-end  of  the  quality  spectrum  also  continues  to  sell  readily 
at  current  levels.  The  emphasis  here,  however,  is  on  quality.  As  prices 
reach  higher  levels  for  uncirculated  material,  buyers  have  become  more 
quality  conscious.  An  uncirculated  Bison  note  with  a  problem  such  as 
a  close  or  cut-in  margin  offered  at  an  apparent  bargain  price  will  likely 
find  a  cooler  buyer  reception  than  a  near  flawless  gem  at  a  premium 
price.  Similarly,  the  typical  buyer  of  Large  Size  Notes  would  generally 
rather  purchase  a  lightly-folded,  almost-uncirculated  note  at  a  premium 
price  for  the  grade,  than  a  discounted  uncirculated  piece  with  pinholes 
or  other  difficulties. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

While  prices  remain  relatively  unchanged  here  from  those  reported 
in  the  recent  past  issue  of  the  CDn,  the  level  of  marketplace  activity 
remains  brisk.  New  collectors  continue  to  be  attracted  to  the  low  entry 
costs  of  collecting  Small  Size  Notes.  Price  advances  are,  however,  taking 
place  in  such  specialist  areas  as  Small  Size  Star  Notes.  Some  of  the  small 
Stars  can  be  maddeningly  difficult  to  locate  and  a  number  of  newer 
purchasers  willing  to  purchase  significant  dollar-value  holdings  of  this 
scarcer  material  have  recently  entered  the  field.  With  a  relatively  thin 
supply  available  on  the  market  at  any  given  time,  the  result  has  been 
vigorous  price  growth. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

After  years  in  the  near-orphan  category  (in  terms  of  the  level  of 
collector  interest),  Fractional  continues  to  be  a  vibrant  market.  The  very 
best  quality  is  in  high  demand,  as  is  the  very  lowest.  Spinner  and  justice 
notes  are  particularly  sought  after  in  all  conditions.  Very  well-circulated 
notes  continue  to  show  price  advances  as  buyers  seek  this  material  for 


such  non-numismatic  outlets  as  flea  markets.  While  there  may  be  a  good 
supply  of  lower-end  Fractional  available,  it  is  proving  inadequate  to  meet 
buyer  wants  and  price  levels  continue  to  move  higher. 

The  upper  end  of  the  Fractional  quality  spectrum  is  also  showing 
continued  price  advances.  Here  the  supply  of  truly  nice  material  is  quite 
thin.  The  entry  of  even  a  few  new  buyers  can  and  does  have  a  measurable 
impact  on  prices,  especially  at  auction,  where  several  buyers  will  bid 
against  each  other  with  the  intention  of  going  "just  a  few  jumps  higher" 
for  the  right  note.  These  few  jumps  so  often  translate  into  a  considerable 
premium  in  the  heat  of  the  auction  process. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Here,  the  story  is  very  much  the  same  as  last  month.  The  National 
market  is  very  much  the  domain  of  the  collector.  Some  states  are  very 
much  in  demand,  as  are  specific  areas  of  some  other  states.  Some  others 
though,  are  largely  ignored  by  collectors.  When  a  newly  discovered  rarity 
from  a  "hot"  state  finds  its  way  into  the  market,  specialist  dealers  from 
this  area  will  compete  against  one  another  with  an  almost  piratical  vigor 
in  order  to  become  the  buyer.  A  rare  note  from  an  out-of-favor  state  can 
be  a  trap  for  the  unwary,  and  remain  unsold  until  a  new  collector  comes 
on  the  scene  who  appreciates  its  rarity  for  his  own  holdings. 

Value  levels  for  tough  Nationals  can  largely  be  determined  by  the 
resources  of  the  buyers.  Notes  from  a  state  where  the  leading  collector 
is  a  person  of  means  will  move  to  higher  price  levels;  material  of  similar 
rarity  from  a  state  where  the  items  are  collected  largely  by  less-affluent 
individuals  will  not  rise  as  much.  Nowhere  else  in  the  numismatic 
marketplace  can  the  supply/demand  equation  be  observed  working  as 
readily  as  it  does  here.  Also  to  be  remembered  is  the  fact  that  the  state 
that  is  "hot"  today  can  just  as  easily  move  out-of-favor  due  to  the  death 
of  just  one  of  the  leading  players  in  its  marketplace,  or  even  from  a  change 
in  the  economic  circumstances  of  some  of  the  players. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Colonial  Notes  remain  very  much  in  demand  at  current  levels.  While 
demand  is  strong  the  available  supply  is  large  enough  to  support  that 
demand  and  prices  therefore  remain  at  current  levels.  Obsolete  Notes 
also  continue  to  enjoy  healthy  buyer  demand.  Dealers  in  this  field  report 
brisk  sales  across  a  broad  spectrum  of  prices.  While  beginner  and 
intermediate  level  material  is  strong,  rarities  are  commanding  ever-higher 
prices.  When  newly  discovered  pieces  come  on  the  market,  they  are 
sought  after  not  only  by  state  collectors,  but  also  by  generalists  who 
appreciate  rarity  and  are  willing  to  pay  the  price  to  acquire  items  they 
don't  already  own.  Prices  for  rare  obsoletes  have  risen  to  levels  which 
a  decade  ago  would  have  been  greeted  with  laughter  had  they  been 
predicted.  This  trend  gives  no  sign  of  weakening.  Confederate  material 
remains  sought  after  by  collectors;  there  appears  to  be  a  growing  interest 
in  stocks  and  bonds. 

AUCTIONS 

Perhaps  the  most  exciting  news  on  the  paper  money  auction  scene 
will  be  the  offering  of  a  serial  number  1,  $100  Value  Back  at  the  Currency 
Auctions  of  America  St.  Louis  sale  on  May  11th.  One  of  the  great  rarities 
of  not  only  the  National  field,  but  of  the  entire  paper  money  domain, 
the  results  achieved  for  this  note  will  be  a  factor  in  defining  the  overall 
price  levels  for  significant  paper  money  rarities.  This  particular  note  offered 
is  one  of  four  of  this  type  known,  two  of  which  are  in  the  hands  of 
government  agencies  and  unavailable  to  the  collecting  community.

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Specialize!

There  are  many  types  of  currency  to  collect,  and  the  neophyte  collector 
is  faced  with  a  huge  array  of  different  types  of  banknotes.  There  is  Large 
Size,  Small  Size,  Fractional,  Obsolete,  Military,  Confederate,  etc.  The  best 
advice  we  can  give  to  the  beginning  collector  is  to  specialize.  The  new 
collector  should  specialize  not  only  because  a  limited  budget  might  make 
it  a  necessity,  but  also  because  it  affords  the  opportunity  to  more  thoroughly 
study  and  assimilate  knowledge  on  the  various  types  selected.  It  is  much 
easier  to  become  an  'expert'  in  a  smaller  area  of  study  than  in  a  larger 
one.  Many  would-be  collectors  may  believe  that  forming  a  significant 
collection  of  paper  money  would  be  too  costly,  but  this  is  certainly  not 
the  case.  It  is  not  necessary  to  obtain  high-priced  and  high-grade  examples 
of  these  banknotes.  Low,  or  middle  grade  notes  are  collectable  too,  and 
a  nice  collection  can  be  formed  using  these  grades. 

You  can  also  specialize  within  one  of  the  larger  Types.  To  use  Large 
Size  Currency  as  an  example,  we  find  that  there  are  numerous  ways  in 
which  we  can  specialize.  It  just  depends  upon  the  imagination  and  the 
personal  preference  of  the  collector.  To  mention  a  few: 

A  Type  Collection:  Here  we  try  to  obtain  one  note  from  each  major 
design  type,  from  one  or  more  denominations.  A  collection  of  $2  types 
for  example.  Some  higher  denominations  may  be  very  difficult  and 
expensive  to  acquire,  however.  On  the  other  hand,  the  $5  denomination 
is  easier  than  the  $2  denomination. 

A  Signature  Collection:  All  issues  of  one  or  more  combinations  of 
signatures  of  Treasury  officials.  This  can  be  a  fascinating  endeavor.  The 
catalog  indicates  any  combination  of  signatures  which  can  be  sought,  and 
it  will  soon  be  learned  which  combinations  are  the  most  difficult  to  find. 
The  length  of  term  in  office  should  indicate  the  relative  scarcity,  but  this 
is  not  always  the  case.  As  an  example,  Jeffries-Spinner  held  office  almost 
a  year  and  a  half,  while  others  in  office  only  a  year  are  more  commonly 
found.  A  collection  of  signatures  with  some  commentary  about  the  officials 
themselves  can  make  a  very  interesting  and  important  exhibit. 

A  Seal  Collection:  There  were  many  attractive  and  colorful  seals  used 
throughout  the  Large  Size  issues,  and  this  type  of  collection  can  make 
a  prize-winning  exhibit.  Obtaining  one  of  each  type  of  each  denomination 
will  require  a  lot  of  patience  and  effort,  but  the  search  will  be  very  rewarding 
to  the  serious  collector. 

A  Personage  Collection:  Issues  which  have  a  portrait  of  a  famous 
person,  like  Washington,  Lincoln,  Hamilton,  or  any  other  selected  person. 
This  can  also  make  for  another  very  attractive  exhibit,  when  we  combine 
the  notes  with  a  biographical  sketch  of  the  person  depicted  on  the  notes. 

A  National  Banknote  Collection:  Nationals  of  the  first,  second,  and 
third  charter  periods  can  offer  some  real  opportunities  to  a  collector  with 
some  imagination.  One  of  the  most  popular  ways,  to  collect  Nationals 
is  to  collect  a  particular  state— usually  the  collector's  'home'  state.  One 
or  more  of  the  charter  periods  can  be  collected.  Some  collectors  try  to 
collect  notes  with  strange,  or  odd,  names.  Pennsylvania  is  well  known 
for  the  many  unusual  town  names  within  its  borders.  Others  may  only 
collect  banks  with  industrial,  or  perhaps  commercial  titles;  names  like 


Traders  National  Bank,  or  Mechanics  National  Bank,  etc.  A  collection  of 
state  capitals  is  yet  another  way  to  collect,  and  will  also  make  an  interesting 
exhibit. 

Notes  with  special  themes:  Many  important  collections  have  been 
formed  of  notes  which  depict  objects,  persons,  or  animals.  One  might 
collect  any  note  with  an  eagle  on  it,  or  perhaps  Indians,  ships,  trains,  etc. 
There  are  many  subjects  to  choose  from,  only  limited  by  the  collector's 
own  imagination.  A  carefully  formed  collection  of  this  type  can  be  very 
rewarding. 

Once  the  collection  is  begun,  it  is  very  important  to  care  for  it  properly. 
Early  collectors  stored  their  notes  in  all  kinds  of  things— envelopes, 
scrapbooks,  etc.  Unfortunately  many  notes  were  damaged  over  time  due 
to  contact  with  some  harmful  substance.  So,  it  is  important  to  store  the 
notes  only  in  some  type  of  inert  holder  such  as  acetate  or  Mylar.  This 
will  afford  the  best  all  around  protection.  A  few  good  25  cent  holders 
could  save  hundreds  of  dollars  in  losses  due  to  damaged  notes.  I  have 
seen  entire  collections  ruined  in  vinyl  holders. 

Another  important,  but  many  times  neglected  area  is  the  inventory. 
Serial  numbers  on  most  paper  money  provide  a  positive  means  of 
identification,  and  the  inventory  should  include  these  numbers.  The 
inventory  can  be  simple  or  very  elaborate,  but  should  include  the  following 
basics  at  the  least:  The  catalog  number,  denomination  and  serial  number, 
the  condition,  date  of  purchase  and  source,  and  the  cost.  One  copy  should 
be  kept  with  the  collection,  and  another  at  some  other  location.  Such 
records  are  invaluable  when  the  collection  is  sold,  or  if  it  is  lost  or  stolen. 
Hopefully  the  latter  will  never  happen,  but  we  never  know...

GRADING 

Gem  Crisp  Uncirculated  —An  almost  perfect  note.  Better  than  average  margins.  No  aging  or  fading. 

Choice  Crisp  Uncirculated  —A  nice  new  note  but  not  quite  Gem.Centering  may  be  a  little  off.  May  show  some  aging  or  light  counting  smudges  or  wrinkles 
Crisp  Uncirculated  —No  trace  of  circulation.  Can  have  centering  problems,  pin  holes,  counting  smudges,  wrinkle,  close  margins,  or  a  corner  tip  fold  (not  into  design). 

AU  —(Almost  new)  These  will  be  much  the  same  as  a  "new"  note  except  for  a  single  fold  or  several  corner  folds 

XF  — Circulated;  may  have  some  folds;  still  has  some  crispness. 

VF  —Some  circulation;  may  show  several  folds  and  will  have  lost  some  of  its  crispness  and  color. 

F  —Well  circulated  with  little  crispness  remaining;  edges  may  be  rough. 

VG  —Will  be  fairly  well  soiled;  may  be  significantly  worn;  might  have  roughness  around  the  edges  with  only  minute  problems.

COLLECTOR  NOTES  CONTINUE  ADVANCES 

lMIjC  growing  interest  in  higher  quality 


gggg^ACTIVITY 

.across  the  market 

by  Kevin  Foley 

The  overall  direction  of  the  paper  money  marketplace  remains  stable  to 
upward.  The  long-term  strength  of  the  lower-priced  beginner-oriented  notes 
continues  very  much  in  evidence  and  remains  the  most  vigorous  overall  area 
reported  here.  Dealers  specializing  in  better-quality  and  more  expensive  notes 
report  the  entry  of  at  least  several  serious  new  buyers  for  their  material.  With 
upper-end  items  in  relatively  thin  supply,  the  result  has  been  greater  upward 
price  pressure  than  has  been  evident  over  the  recent  near-term. 

While  dealers  in  the  paper  money  field  typically  refrain  from  touting  their 
offerings  as  an  investment,  notes  have  displayed  remarkable  price  stability  - 
especially  when  compared  with  the  volatile  price  movements  in  other  numis¬ 
matic  areas  over  the  past  year. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Less  expensive  notes  continue  to  increase  in  price  over  a  broad  front.  Both 
mail-order  and  convention-oriented  dealers  report  that  new  collectors  seem  to 
buy  items  of  this  sort  almost  as  fast  as  they  can  be  placed  in  inventory.  The  setup 
night  of  large  coin  conventions  typically  sees  dealers  searching  quite  diligently 
for  lower-grade  circulated  Large  Size.  Scarcer  items  are  particularly  sought 
after,  and  often  change  hands  in  advance  of  levels  reported  here  (especially 
when  bought  for  customers  who  simply  "must  have"). 

We  have  commented  on  several  occasions  that  prices  for  better-quality 
items  over  the  recent  past  have  tended  towards  more  sideways  movement  due 
to  an  apparent  balance  between  supply  and  demand.  The  recent  entry  of  new 
buyers  seeking  primarily  better-quality  uncirculated  notes  would  appear  once 
again  to  be  placing  greater  upward  price  pressure  on  such  notes.  Although 
buying  by  their  agents  has  been  done  very  quietly,  the  growing  pressure  has 
been  felt  as  the  money  being  spent  seems  greater  than  the  available  supply  of 
material  to  satisfy  this  new  demand. 

It  bears  repeating  once  again,  however,  that  quality  is  very  much  in  demand 
while  price  bargains  due  to  impairments  are  not.  The  typical  buyer  of  Large 
Size  material  who  is  willing  to  pay  $500+  for  individual  notes  would  rather 
stretch  to  have  a  superior  example  with  lots  of  "eye  appeal"  than  to  compro¬ 
mise  on  quality  and  accept  an  impaired  piece.  Even  though  such  an  impaired 
note  might  be  quite  heavily  discounted  from  theoretical  market  levels,  the 
buyers  of  more  expensive  material  generally  know  what  they  want.  The  buyer 
of  "quality"  is  willing  to  wait  for  it  to  come  along,  even  if  the  wait  also  means 
paying  a  premium  to  purchase  the  real  quality  he  wants  rather  than  a  compro¬ 
mise  item. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Supply  and  demand  remain  in  rough  equilibrium  here.  While  significant 
transactions  are  taking  place,  they  are  largely  at  current  levels.  More  serious 
money  seems  to  be  focusing  on  specialty  material  in  short  supply,  such  as 
scarcer  "star"  notes.  Error  notes  also  appear  to  be  enjoying  increased  buyer 
interest,  with  price  advances  taking  place  here. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Like  National  Bank  Notes,  this  is  a  collector-dominated  area.  The  typical 
Fractional  buyer  has  been  active  in  the  field  for  some  time  and  generally 
purchases  and  holds  for  the  long-haul.  This  seems  to  be  true  whether  the 
collector  has  limited  financial  means  and  is  in  the  $50  and  under  category,  or 


is  an  advanced  specialist  willing  to  pay  thousands  of  dollars  for  an  arcane 
variety  that  only  a  handful  of  specialists  are  even  able  to  identify. 

Entry-level  notes  in  the  least  expensive  grades  remain  very  sought  after. 
Better-quality  and  rare  varieties  are  also  the  object  of  considerable  buyer 
interest.  The  supply  of  better-quality  Fractional  is  quite  thin,  and  even  a  little 
new  buyer  interest  will  place  prices  under  upward  pressure.  Dealer  interest  in 
Fractional  is  particularly  heavy  at  present,  as  they  move  to  replace  notes  sold 
to  collectors.  This  is  expected  to  translate  into  continued  price  advances. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

The  story  here  is  similar  to  that  in  the  Fractional  area.  Nationals  remain  a 
market  where  price  levels  are  set  by  the  specialists  who  seek  particular  states 
or  even  areas  of  states.  A  rare  item  from  a  "hot"  state  can  find  a  ready  sale  at  a 
seemingly  extortionary  price  if  the  "right"  buyer  needs  it.  An  equally  rare  note 
from  an  out-of-favor  state  can  leave  a  bewildered  seller  wondering  why  he 
cannot  achieve  even  a  modest  fraction  of  reported  catalogue  values.  Similarly, 
a  tough  note  which  has  languished  unsold  in  one  dealer's  inventory  for  several 
years  can  find  a  ready  home  when  purchased  and  retailed  by  a  dealer  more 
current  on  the  needs  of  active  buyers  in  the  collecting  community. 

The  supply  of  tougher  Nationals  is  terrifically  thin,  and  sometimes  finding 
what  theoretically  ought  to  be  a  relatively  easy  note  can  be  quite  maddening. 
A  single  new  buyer  can  often  redefine  value  levels  for  the  state  in  which  he  is 
active.  A  new  buyer  willing  to  pay  significantly  more  than  the  previous  market 
for  "his  state"  will  typically  redefine  value  levels  in  an  upward  direction;  the 
opposite  is  equally  true. 

Dealers  operating  in  this  area  must  devote  considerable  effort  to  remaining 
current  on  these  trends  for  particular  states.  A  failure  to  do  so  can  result  in 
selling  unrecognized  "better"  notes  for  less  than  current  values,  or  stocking  up 
on  last  year's  favorites  at  prices  that  are  now  in  excess  of  what  the  current 
buyers  are  willing  to  pay. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Colonial  and  Continental  notes  continue  to  sell  strongly  at  current  price 
levels.  Obsolete  notes,  especially  better  material,  remain  very  much  in  demand . 
The  emphasis  for  buyers  of  better  obsoletes  is  on  rarity  rather  than  condition. 
Previously  unknown  obsoletes  will  sell  for  strong  prices  regardless  of  condi¬ 
tion.  Items  on  the  verge  of  disintegration  will  still  fetch  handsome  prices  if  the 
rarity  is  there  and  the  right  buyer  needs  the  piece.  The  market  for  stocks  and 
bonds  appears  to  be  enjoying  continued  vigor.  This  field  benefits  not  only  from 
the  traditional  numismatic  buying  interest,  but  also  from  the  presence  of 
buyers  whose  first  interest  in  the  material  is  its  historic  and  economic  signifi¬ 
cance.  Western  related  items  are  in  particular  demand  and  find  a  ready  market 
at  both  the  wholesale  and  retail  levels. 

AUCTIONS 

Collectors  have  a  number  of  significant  paper  money  offerings  to  look 
forward  to  in  the  near  future.  Currency  Auctions  of  America  will  hold  an  1 ,1 00+ 
lot  sale  in  St.  Louis  on  May  11,  the  highlight  of  which  will  be  a  serial  #1  $100 
Value  Back.  The  St.  Louis  sale  will  be  followed  just  over  a  month  later  by 
Hickman  Auctions'  Memphis  sale.

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The  CURRENCY  DEALER  NEWSLETTER  reports  the  national  currency  market  on  a  monthly  basis.  Under  the  present 
system,  it  is  impossible  to  monitor  all  transactions  or  offers  to  buy  and  sell,  but  the  broad  information  sources  of  the 
Newsletter  make  it  a  very  accurate  reflection  of  the  market.

ARTIST  AND  NOTE  COLLECTOR 
Post  Civil  War  Legal  Tender  Issues — Part  1 

In  our  previous  articles,  we  presented  many  opinions  (mostly  critical)  about  the 
designs  of  Federal  currency  during  the  Civil  War  Decade.  Examining  the  notes  as  an 
art  critic  rather  than  as  a  collector,  the  works  seem  uneven  at  best.  As  hard  as  it  is  to 
detach  an  objective  examination  of  the  art  from  our  sense  of  their  historical  impor¬ 
tance,  there  is  still  value  in  the  effort.  The  early  Legal  Tender  issues  are  great  and 
exciting  history;  they  may  just  be  lousy  art. 

Before  focusing  on  the  late  Nineteenth  century,  it  is  probably  necessary  to 
repeat  a  few  conclusions  about  the  Legal  Tender  issues  (United  States  Notes) 
that  were  first  issued  during  the  Civil  War.  We  need  comment  only  briefly  on 
the  relevance  of  examining  circulating  currency  in  the  artistic  light  of  its  time 
of  issue.  When  one  thinks  of  the  tremendous  changes  occurring  in  the  U.S. 
between  1870  and  1920,  consistency  in  the  design  of  the  Legal  Tender  issues 
says  more  about  government's  reticence  to  change  than  any  artistic  consider¬ 
ation. 

Many  of  the  notes  received  new  Backs  with  the  Series  of  1874,  and  as  a 
group,  the  Backs  present  a  pleasing  amount  of  variation  within  a  uniformity 
of  style.  In  fact,  most  of  our  comments  will  deal  with  the  Backs,  since  our 
opinions  on  the  Faces  were  more  appropriate  to  the  articles  dealing  with  the 
Civil  War  period. 


"SAWHORSE  REVERSE",  SERIES  OF  1874-1917  $1 

The  Series  of  1874  $1  Note's  new  Back  (the  "Sawhorse  reverse"),  is 
stylistically  quite  similar  to  the  reverse  that  it  replaced,  but  belongs  on  the 
Back  of  the  $1 0  note.  When  the  overall  design  of  the  $1  United  States  Note  did 
change  with  the  Series  of  1923,  there  is  no  evidence  of  the  Gay  Nineties,  the 
horrors  of  WWI,  or  even  a  hint  of  the  Roaring  Twenties.  The  design  is  open, 
cool,  and  reserved,  and  almost  projects  an  anti-style  theme.  This  is  a  new 
essence  attributed  to  currency,  almost  of  minimalism  -  this  is  circulating 
money  because  it  says  so,  and  there  is  just  enough  art  to  deter  counterfeiters. 
It  conveys  no  message  except  efficiency;  it  projects  no  usage  except  pragmatic 
utilitarianism.  You  might  just  as  well  replace  the  entire  Face  with  the  words 
"This  is  a  $1  bill". 

Many  of  the  other  Legal  Tender  denominations  also  received  new  reverses 
for  the  Series  of  1 874.  The  $2  reverse  shows  a  special  fascination  for  combining 
geometric  lathe  work  with  non-geometric  graphic  layout,  and  the  "bracelet 
reverse"  is  memorable  only  for  its  basic  unattractive  qualities. 
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"BRACELET  REVERSE",  SERIES  OF  1874-1917  $2 

The  $5  note  received  new  reverses  for  the  Series  of  1869  and  1875,  but  they 
are  closely  related  in  style  to  the  other  Backs.  Of  more  interest  is  the  Pioneer 
family  obverse  surviving  through  the  Series  of  1907;  the  industrial  behemoth 
that  America  was  becoming  in  the  early  Twentieth  Century  could  not  escape 
its  sod-busting  roots. 

While  the  $1 0  note  played  musical  reverses,  substantial  change  had  to  wait 
until  the  Series  of  1901,  when  a  newly  designed  note  was  issued.  The  Bison  on 
the  Face,  along  with  Lewis  &  Clark,  certainly  cast  an  appropriate  look  back  at 
our  frontier  heritage;  but  the  Back  is  definitely  a  product  of  the  Twentieth 
century.  Open,  cool,  and  a  tip  of  the  hat  to  Art  Deco,  with  concentrations  of 
detail  set  against  an  exposed  background.  But  where  did  this  Bison  design 
come  from?  It  simply  is  the  odd-man  out  in  the  series,  so  to  speak.  It  would 
have  made  sense  to  have  combined  in  into  a  thematic  series  with  the  $5 
Pioneer  (which  design  was  nearly  at  the  end  of  its  life)  and  with  the  $5  Silver 
Certificate  from  the  Series  of  1899  (Running  Antelope,  or  Onepapa).  The 
themes  of  the  opening  of  the  West  could  have  made  a  magnificent  unified 
series.  Could  have. 


BACK,  SERIES  OF  1923  $10 

The  further  redesign  of  the  Series  of  1923  $1 0  U.S.  Note  at  least  reflected  the 
effects  on  art  of  the  changing  times.  The  sense  of  history  that  pervaded  most 
of  our  early  currency  is  reduced  to  a  single,  small  vignette  of  Jackson;  the  rest 
of  the  obverse,  like  the  future  of  Twentieth  Century  America,  is  open,  with  just 
enough  framing  lathe  work  to  discourage  counterfeiting.  The  reverse  most  of 
all  owes  its  conception  to  the  growing  force  of  modernism.  No  Pocahontas  or 
Columbus  or  Buffalos  here  -  only  the  straight  forward  elements  of  a  cold, 
rational  new  world  of  science  and  technology.

GRADING 

An  almost  perfect  note.  Better  than  average  margins.  No  aging  or  fading. 

A  nice  new  note  but  not  quite  Gem.  Centering  may  be  a  little  off.  May  show  some  aging  or  light  counting  smudges  or  wrinkles. 

No  trace  of  circ  ulation.  Can  have  centering  problems,  pin  holes,  counting  smudges,  wrinkles,  close  margins,  or  a  corner  tip  fold  (not  into  design). 
(Almost  new)  These  will  be  much  the  same  as  a  "new"  note  except  for  a  single  fold  or  several  corner  folds. 

Circulated;  may  have  some  folds;  still  has  some  crispness. 

Some  circulation;  may  show  several  folds  and  will  have  lost  some  of  its  crispness  and  color. 

Well-circulated  with  little  crispness  remaining;  edges  may  be  rough. 

Will  be  fairly  well-soiled;  may  be  significantly  worn;  might  have  roughness  around  the  edges  with  only  minute  problems.

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MARKET  CONTINUES  TO  SHOW  STRENGTH 

INTEREST  IN  LARGE  TYPE  GROWING 


ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market 

by  Kevin  Foley 

The  overall  paper  money  marketplace  continues  to  move  along  at  a  healthy 
pace.  Price  levels  are  stable  to  moderately  upward  and  are  supported  by 
continuing  growth  in  the  collector  base  seeking  material  from  dealers.  Last 
month,  we  reported  on  signs  of  growing  support  and  interest  for  better  quality 
Large  Size  Type  Notes  from  new  buyers.  This  was  confirmed  in  the  St.  Louis 
sale  held  on  May  1 1  by  Currency  Auctions  of  America,  Inc.  After  last  November's 
sale  held  by  that  firm  in  the  same  city,  we  commented  on  signs  of  a  lack  of 
support  for  better  Large  Size  Type.  The  May  sale  results  were  considerably 
stronger  and  indeed  confirm  that  there  are  new  buyers  in  the  market  seeking 
this  material. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

A  strong  market  and  growing  stronger.  There  remains  substantial  interest 
in  the  lower  and  middle-grades  and  renewed  interest  in  better-quality  notes. 
Dealers  who  handle  the  so-called  "collector  notes"  (generally  understood  to  be 
less  expensive  items  or  circulated  examples  of  the  rarer  pieces)  report  that  they 
continue  to  have  difficulty  keeping  large  inventories;  many  items  are  snapped 
up  by  customers  as  soon  as  they  are  purchased  by  the  dealer.  Upward  price 
pressure  is  once  again  in  evidence  for  the  uncirculated  items,  as  new  buyers 
have  entered  the  marketplace  and  collectively  are  spending  considerable  sums 
of  money  to  form  wide-ranging  collections. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Better  error  notes  continue  to  spark  considerable  interest.  Notes  with 
particularly  striking  printing  errors  can  bring  very  strong  prices  without  too 
much  effort  on  the  part  of  the  dealer.  Small  Size  Stars  are  also  the  focus  of  strong 
buyer  interest,  particularly  the  scarcer  and  more  expensive  items.  More  readily 
available  stars  are  less  in  demand,  as  the  buyer  audience  for  Small  Size  Notes 
becomes  increasingly  well-informed. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

T rends  reported  over  the  past  year  continue  here.  The  very  best  quality  and 
the  least  expensive  notes  are  what  buyers  want  in  Fractional.  Quality  Fractional 
collectors  can  sometimes  be  almost  fanatical  in  their  exacting  requirements. 
When  an  exceptionally  nice  example  with  unusually  wide  margins  comes 
along,  interested  buyers  aren't  afraid  to  pay  a  considerable  premium  to  have 
it.  They  seem  to  realize  that  if  they  won't,  someone  else  will,  and  an  indetermi¬ 
nate  length  of  time  may  pass  before  another  piece  of  similar  quality  becomes 
available. 

While  the  advanced  specialists  are  very  much  in  evidence  on  the  Fractional 
scene,  it  also  shows  growing  beginner  activity  in  the  lowest  price  ranges. 
Apparently,  the  new  collector  appreciates  the  idea  of  being  able  to  own  an  item 
more  than  a  century  old  for  an  investment  of  less  than  $20.  Many  Fractional 
uncirculated  types  are  available  for  less  than  $100,  and  every  design  type  is 
available  for  less  than  that  amount  in  a  higher  circulated  grade.  The  idea  of 
being  able  to  form  a  complete  type  set  for  a  relatively  modest  outlay  (by 
numismatic  standards)  is  apparently  attracting  a  growing  group  of  collectors 
to  this  field. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

This  field  remains  the  most  collector-oriented  of  the  paper  money  special¬ 
ties.  Whether  a  collector  sets  his  sights  on  a  complete  state,  city,  cou  nty  or  region 
within  a  state,  he  soon  learns  that  Nationals  can  be  both  challenging  and 
addicting.  The  typical  National  Bank  Note  collector  stays  with  the  field  for 
quite  a  length  of  time,  and  is  less  interested  in  the  investment  potential  of  his 


quest  than  in  the  historical  significance  of  the  notes  he  seeks.  As  reported  here 
in  the  past,  values  in  this  field  can  change  quite  dramatically.  The  supply  of 
available  material  is  very  thin;  the  entry  of  a  small  number  of  buyers  in  a 
particular  state  (or  portion  of  a  state)  can  place  considerable  pressure  on  prices. 
At  best,  catalogue  values  can  often  be  only  the  roughest  approximation  of  what 
a  note  is  "worth"  at  a  given  time;  such  factors  as  the  entry  and  departure  of 
collectors  (and  the  financial  means  of  those  collectors)  can  be  even  more 
relevant  than  theoretical  rarity  ratings.  Another  factor  often  overlooked  in  the 
value  equation  for  Nationals  is  that  even  a  "common"  bank  may  have  many  of 
its  notes  held  by  a  party  unlikely  to  place  them  on  the  market  for  a  considerable 
period  of  time,  if  ever.  Reliance  only  on  a  catalogue  to  determine  the  value  of 
such  a  note  may  leave  an  inexperienced  buyer  wondering  why  the  price  is 
seemingly  so  "high"  for  what  a  printed  guide  says  should  be  a  readily  available 
note.  What  the  buyer  may  not  realize  is  that  the  "floating"  supply  of  that  issue 
is  actually  considerably  smaller  than  the  catalogues  indicate. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Colonial  Notes  continue  to  be  sought  after,  although  due  to  a  relatively 
abundant  supply  price  levels  remain  stable.  Paper  items  related  to  the  Ameri¬ 
can  West  (mining  documents,  etc.)  find  a  ready  market  when  offered.  Stocks 
and  bonds  continue  to  attract  a  growing  number  of  buyers.  Beginner-oriented 
material  with  striking  vignettes  is  available  for  well  under  $10,  while  histori¬ 
cally  significant  pieces  command  increasingly  higher  prices. 

AUCTIONS 

The  Currency  Auctions  of  America,  Inc.  sale  in  St.  Louis  on  May  1 1 ,  was 
highlighted  by  the  offering  of  a  newly  discovered  serial  #1,  $100  Value  Back. 
The  note  sold  for  $57,750  (including  the  10%  buyers'  premium),  just  a  shade 
under  the  minimum  presale  estimate  of  $60,000.  As  reported  above,  better- 
quality  Large  Size  Type  displayed  considerable  more  strength  than  at  the 
November  auction  in  St.  Louis.  Nationals,  Obsolete,  Errors,  Fractional  and 
Colonial  all  did  well  in  the  1,100+  lot  sale,  indicating  across-the-board  strength 
for  the  market  as  a  whole.  June  will  see  the  Hickman  Auctions  Memphis  sale, 
as  well  as  a  moderate  offering  of  better  quality  items  in  a  Stack's  auction. 


AESTHETIC  OPINIONS  -  THE  LINK  BETWEEN 
ARTIST  AND  NOTE  COLLECTOR 
Post  Civil  War  Legal  Tender  Issues — Part  2 

The  $20  U.S.  Note  was  also  the  beneficiary  of  three  different  reverses,  only 
the  middle  of  which  might  be  considered  substantially  different  from  the 
current  trends.  The  Back  of  the  Series  of  1869  was  a  masterpiece  of  geometric 
lathe  work,  with  the  Arabic  numeral  "20"  repeated  105  times,  and  the  Roman 
Numeral  "XX"  repeated  103  times.  Little  to  fear  from  the  raising  of  this 
denomination.  This  is  the  only  Back  which  used  straight  lines  as  its  dominant 
graphic  element  (excepting  the  "sawhorse",  of  course). 


$20,  SERIES  OF  1869

Post  Civil  War  Legal  Tender  Issues — Part  2 

The  $50  U.S.  Note  was  fully  redesigned  for  the  Series  of  1874,  with 
Benjamin  Franklin  replacing  Henry  Clay.  I've  always  been  fond  of  old 
Ben,  which  is  more  than  I  can  say  for  Liberty  dressed  as  Columbia;  what 
a  fright!  Still,  I  haven't  been  personally  scared  by  this  visage  since 
deciding  that  Columbia  was  obviously  on  her  way  to  the  Ugliest 
Congressman's  Costume  Ball. 


$50,  SERIES  OF  1874-1880 

The  $100  U.S.  Note  honoring  Lincoln  reflects  the  appropriate  senti¬ 
ment,  although  artistically  it  has  little  to  recommend  it.  Perhaps  if  they 
had  developed  the  multitude  of  themes  that  Lincoln's  life  suggested, 
instead  of  Architecture  as  his  companion.  Give  me  a  break  -  ARCHITEC¬ 
TURE? 


$100,  SERIES  OF  1869-1880 

Since  the  $500  U.S.  Note  would  have  been  seen  by  few  people, 
perhaps  the  Series  of  1874  was  an  appropriate  venue  for  the  unveiling  of 
Miss  Victory's  left  breast.  Everyone  knows  that  the  rich  are  used  to  art 
featuring  nudity,  and  their  refined  status  precludes  any  hint  of  prurient 
interest.  And  Major  General  Mansfield  may  have  been  a  hero  at  Antietam, 
but  any  real  gentleman  would  have  looked  the  other  way. 

The  $1 ,000,  $5,000  and  $10,000  Notes  were  sufficiently  rare  to  ignore 
their  artistic  effects  on  the  public.  I  cannot  help  thinking  it  a  shame. 


however,  that  the  Reverse  of  the  $10,000  was  "hidden"  thusly;  this  art 
belonged  in  circulation.  Far  better  to  have  placed  this  masterpiece  on  the 
$1  or  $5  notes 

From  an  artistic  standpoint,  the  Legal  Tender  issues  are  pedestrian  at 
best.  Sure,  most  of  the  individual  vignettes  are  well  done,  and  much  of 
the  geometric  lathe  work  demonstrates  real  talent,  but  as  a  series  the 
notes  just  don't  hang  together.  Aesthetically,  the  Faces  aren't  a  series  at 
all;  they  are  at  best  an  assemblage  of  various  elements.  Perhaps  then,  in 
their  own  confused  way,  they  are  an  appropriate  representation  of  the 
Federal  Government  of  the  Civil  War  and  post-war  period:  unloved, 
growing  in  utilitarian  value,  and  definitely  without  a  cohesive  theme. 


$500,  SERIES  OF  1874-1880 

The  Backs  of  the  notes  from  the  earlier  Series,  on  the  other  hand,  hold 
together  pretty  well.  Sure  you  can  always  pick  on  the  obvious,  such  as 
the  large  "X"  on  the  "sawhorse  reverse"  being  more  appropriate  for  the 
$10  note  than  for  the  $1,  or  that  the  $5,000  and  $10,000  (which  I  admire 
so)  simply  don't  belong  to  the  series.  In  fact,  you  could  criticize  the  $5,000 
Back  from  any  viewpoint  you  choose.  Still,  as  a  group,  the  Backs  work 
together  far  better  than  the  Faces. 

In  the  next  article,  we'll  take  a  look  at  the  Silver  Certificates,  and 
especially  at  the  Series  of  1 896  Educational  Trio.  Perhaps  we  would  n' t  be 
so  critical  of  nearly  all  of  the  other  notes  of  this  period  if  we  couldn't 
compare  them  to  these  magnificent  efforts.  In  fact,  it  leaves  the  basic 
question  -  if  the  engravers  could  do  it  so  right  there,  how  could  they  have 
managed  to  consistently  do  it  so  wrong  elsewhere. 


$10,000,  SERIES  OF  1878 


GRADING 

Gem  Crisp  Uncirculated  An  almost  perfect  note.  Better  than  average  margins.  No  aging  or  fading. 

Choice  Crisp  Uncirculated  A  nice  new  note  but  not  quite  Gem.  Centering  may  be  a  little  off.  May  show  some  aging  or  light  counting  smudges  or  wrinkles. 

Crisp  Uncirculated  No  trace  of  circulation.  Can  have  centering  problems,  pin  holes,  counting  smudges,  wrinkles,  close  margins,  or  a  corner  tip  fold  (not  into  design). 
Almost  Uncirculated  (Almost  new)  These  will  be  much  the  same  as  a  "new"  note  except  for  a  single  fold  or  several  corner  folds. 

Extra  Fine  Circulated;  may  have  some  folds;  still  has  some  crispness. 

Very  Fine  Some  circulation;  may  show  several  folds  and  will  have  lost  some  of  its  crispness  and  color. 

Fine  Well-circulated  with  little  crispness  remaining;  edges  may  be  rough. 

Very  Good  Will  be  fairly  well-soiled;  may  be  significantly  worn;  might  have  roughness  around  the  edges  with  only  minute  problems.

MISCELLANEOUS 


by  Kevin  Foley 

The  recently  concluded  Memphis  Paper  Money  Show  provided 
additional  evidence  of  the  continuing  strength  of  the  paper  money 
market.  Dealers  generally  seemed  to  experience  satisfactory-to-strong 
sales.  A  number  of  dealers  with  booths,  however,  indicated  some 
difficulty  in  achieving  their  own  purchasing  objectives.  The  quest  for 
'fresh'  material  was  particularly  frustrating  for  National  Bank  Note 
specialists.  Quantities  of  Obsolete  material  from  the  most  recent 
Christie's  sale  surfaced  at  Memphis,  and  were  quickly  snapped  up  by 
dealers.  In  turn,  they  were  able  to  place  portions  of  these  new 
purchases  with  collectors  and  other  dealers  as  the  show  progressed. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Material  from  VG  to  Gem  remains  very  much  in  demand .  Supplies 
of  the  lower-to-middle  grades  appear  inadequate  to  satisfy  buyer 
demand.  The  shortage  appears  particularly  acute  in  the  middle  con¬ 
ditions.  In  general,  nicely-centered  VF  and  XF  examples  of  the  less- 
commonly  seen  Large  Size  Notes  are  briskly  secured  by  dealers 
whenever  the  opportunity  arises,  often  at  prices  in  advance  of  then- 
current  CDN  levels.  While  interest  in  uncirculated  material  remains 
healthy,  supplies  appear  more  in  balance  with  demand,  and  price 
levels  are  relatively  stable. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Small  Size  Star  Notes  continue  to  be  sought  after,  and  prices  for 
scarce  stars  are  moving  upward.  Most  regular  issues  remain  in 
adequate  supply  to  meet  collector  demand,  and  prices  continue  to  be 
stable. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

This  remains  a  particularly  active  segment  of  the  market.  Interest 
is  focused  primarily  at  the  upper  and  lower-ends  of  the  quality 
spectrum.  True  Gem  notes  are  readily  salable,  as  are  the  lowest  quality 
items.  Uncirculated  notes  with  tight  margins,  pinholes,  or  other 
problems  tend  to  languish  in  dealer  inventories  for  extended  periods. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Recently  reported  trends  continue  here.  Type  Nationals,  those 
more  common  issues  where  price  depends  largely  on  condition  rather 
than  bank  rarity,  are  much  in  demand  in  XF  or  better.  This  demand, 
however,  is  largely  focused  on  notes  that  are  well-centered,  and  free 
from  distracting  defects  such  as  unsightly  counting  marks  or  smudges. 
More  common  Nationals  in  lower-grade  or  with  problems  often  wait 
some  time  for  a  new  home.  Items  from  sought-after  states  (or  regions 
within  a  state),  which  are  from  rare  banks,  continue  to  sell  well  at 
strong  prices.  It  can  be  particularly  difficult  to  estimate  the  actual 


Obsolete  Notes  continue  to  exhibit  strength.  Material  from  the 
recent  Christie's  sale  sold  well  when  re-offered  at  the  recent  Memphis 
show.  In  some  instances,  notes  from  the  large  "mass"  lots  in  the 
Christie's  sale  were  sold  and  resold  between  dealers  several  times  at 
Memphis  at  progressively  higher  prices.  Stocks  and  Bonds  continue  to 
see  growing  collector  interest.  Colonial  Notes  and  related  items 
continue  in  demand.  Overall,  the  paper  money  market,  based  as  it  is 
on  buying  interest  from  collectors  (rather  than  short-term  specula¬ 
tors),  continues  its  steady  upward  trend. 


Military  Payment  Certificates 

.  .  .an  update

MPCs  continue  to  be  a  collector-based  market,  and  this  month's 
price  guide  reflects  that  fact.  While  higher-priced  issues  remain  gen¬ 
erally  static,  lower-priced  items  are  moving  higher.  Circulated  ex¬ 
amples  of  scarcer  varieties  continue  to  be  in  demand,  and  their  prices 
are  also  moving  upward.  If  this  large  base  of  beginning  collectors 
continues  to  mature  in  the  specialty,  a  growing  number  of  advanced 
collectors  could  put  considerable  pressure  on  prices  for  the  better 
issues. 

Collectors  of  MPC  are  spread  all  over  the  world,  so  the  market  is  not 
just  limited  to  the  United  States.  Many  of  these  world-wide  collectors 
are  now  returning  to  the  market  as  their  local  currencies  strengthen. 
This,  combined  with  the  continuing  influx  of  new  collectors  into 
currency  generally,  and  MPCs  specifically,  has  created  a  very  healthy 
market.  All  in  all,  MPC  remains  a  collector-dominated  market,  and 
hopefully  that  broad  base  of  interest  will  prevent  the  slumps  which 
seem  common  to  other  areas  of  collecting. 
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The  Greensheet  reports  the  national  currency  market  on  a  monthly  basis.

RARE  NATIONALS  STRONG;  FRACTIONAL  IN  DEMAND 


ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market 

by  Kevin  Foley 

The  overall  tone  of  the  paper  money  marketplace  remains  very  much  as 
it  has  been  over  the  past  year.  Collectors,  rather  than  short-term  speculators, 
remain  the  primary  customers.  As  such,  the  wild  price  swings  that  have 
characterized  more  speculator-oriented  collectible  marketplaces  over  the 
past  year  have  been  absent  from  the  paper  money  arena. 

Collector  interest  is  focused,  in  particular,  on  Fractional  Currency,  Na¬ 
tional  Bank  Notes,  and  Large  Size  Type.  All  three  of  these  areas  exhibit  active 
marketplaces.  Perhaps  even  more  important  than  the  fact  that  collectors  are 
buying,  is  the  fact  that  dealers  are  buying  as  well!  While  this  might  seem  an 
odd  comment,  it  is  not  at  all  unusual  for  seemingly  “hot"  collectibles  markets 
to  be  one-way  marketplaces  in  fact.  This  is  evident  when  only  the  retail  buyer 
is  active,  and  dealers  are  primarily  involved  in  the  disposal  of  material  that 
they  actually  do  not  want  to  keep  in  inventory.  Such  markets  are  a  sure  sign 
that  hype  and  promotion  have  created  the  illusion  of  higher  and  higher 
prices. 

This  is  obviously  not  the  case  in  the  paper  money  area,  as  dealers  compete 
quite  vigorously  against  each  other  to  obtain  material  for  their  own  invento¬ 
ries.  At  major  conventions,  the  leading  paper  money  dealers  are  often  more 
interested  in  buying  than  selling.  When  one  hears  complaints  from  such 
dealers  about  a  show,  it  is  more  typical  for  their  lament  to  be  focused  on  the 
lack  of  buying  opportunities.  This  is  typical  of  a  market  where  there  seems 
to  be  more  customers  than  notes  to  satisfy  their  demand,  for  whatever 
material  they  seek. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

As  in  the  recent  past,  this  remains  a  particularly  active  area.  Notes  are  in 
demand  in  all  quality  and  price  ranges.  The  structure  of  this  market  has 
become  one  where  various  dealers  seem  to  specialize  in  particular  quality 
ranges.  One  dealer  may  be  known  for  a  large  inventory  of  low-grade  notes, 
another  may  specialize  in  the  middle-quality  range,  and  yet  a  third  may  be 
more  widely  known  for  maintaining  an  inventory  of  better-quality  uncircu¬ 
lated  notes.  Whatever  their  specialty,  dealers  all  seem  to  have  one  thing  in 
common  at  present  --  a  continuing  inability  to  purchase  enough  material  to 
meet  customer  demand.  By  numismatic  standards,  the  supply  of  even  some 
of  the  more  common  Large  Size  Notes  is  quite  thin,  and  dealers  never  seem 
to  be  satisfied  with  the  recent  quantity  of  their  purchases.  The  reason  is  very 
simple:  They  know  they  can  sell  more  than  they  have  been  able  to  buy! 

This  imbalance  between  supply  and  demand  is  more  acute  at  the  lower- 
end  and  middle  of  the  quality  spectrum,  than  it  is  for  uncirculated  notes  — 
with  the  exception  of  the  absolute  top  quality  notes  where  sellers  can 
demand  and  get  well-above  current  CDn  levels.  These  premiums,  it  must  be 
remembered,  will  apply  only  to  the  absolutely  indisputable  best-quality 
notes,  which,  as  one  might  expect,  are  encountered  quite  infrequently.  If  the 
supply/demand  imbalance  continues,  we  can  anticipate  further  upward 
price  pressure  in  the  coming  months. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

While  the  Small  Size  Note  market  is  certainly  not  as  active  as  its  Large  Size 
counterpart,  it  remains  quite  healthy.  This  can  also  be  characterized  as  a  two¬ 


way  marketplace,  i.e.  dealers  who  are  active  here  want  to  buy  as  well  as  sell. 
Specialty  items,  such  as  scarcer  Star  Notes,  are  the  focus  of  particular  buyer 
interest. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Fractional  remains  a  particularly  active  area.  Better-quality  notes  are  in 
too  short  supply  to  satisfy  buyer  demand,  and  prices  continue  to  advance. 
Lower-quality  notes  in  the  VG  to  Fine  range  are  also  much  sought  after. 
Lesser-quality  uncirculated  notes  (those  with  poor  centering,  poorly  inked 
paper,  aged  paper,  etc.)  remain  quite  difficult  to  sell,  even  at  hefty  discounts. 
It  seems  that  the  buyer  on  a  very  limited  budget  would  rather  spend  his 
modest  capital  on  Very  Good  and  Fine  notes  than  on  Uncirculated  material 
with  problems. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Nationals  remain  a  popular  area  with  collectors.  The  typical  National 
Bank  Note  collector  is  more  interested  in  bank  rarity  than  condition  (al¬ 
though  Type  Note  collectors  also  focus  on  some  of  the  more  abundant  banks 
whose  issues  can  be  located  in  uncirculated  grade).  While  most  collectors 
key  on  their  own  state  (or  a  region  within  that  state),  an  almost  endless 
variety  of  collecting  themes  are  available.  In  fact,  themes  are  limited  only  by 
the  imaginations  of  the  collectors.  Banks  with  occupational  names,  banks 
located  along  the  course  of  particular  rivers,  banks  whose  failure  was 
occasioned  by  the  dishonesty  of  their  officers,  and  banks  from  towns  with 
women's  names  are  but  a  few  of  the  variations  we've  encountered. 

One  thing  most  National  collectors  have  in  common  is  that  they  are  not 
afraid  to  devote  considerable  study  and  research  to  their  avocation,  and 
often  become  quite  knowledgeable  about  the  financial  history  of  the  banks 
whose  notes  they  purchase.  As  might  be  expected,  such  a  buyer  is  typically 
involved  in  his  quest  over  a  longer  time  period.  Although  most  National 
collectors  spend  many  years  working  on  their  collections,  the  fact  that  the 
floating  supply  of  better  notes  from  a  particular  state  is  generally  quite  small 
can  result  in  specific  states  (and  areas)  experiencing  wide  price  movements 
when  only  a  few  new  collectors  enter  (or  a  handful  leave)  a  particular 
marketplace. 

Nationals  will  likely  remain  an  area  appealing  to  the  collector  who  enjoys 
a  challenge.  Resourcefulness  and  dedication  are  more  important  than  sim¬ 
ply  having  money  to  spend  in  this  area.  Sometimes  even  relatively  "com¬ 
mon"  notes  can  be  maddeningly  difficult  to  locate  and  success  as  a  collector 
here  requires  consistent  effort  and  searching.  At  the  same  time,  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  actual  marketplace  rarity  that  a  specialist  in  this  field  develops  over 
time  will  often  be  rewarded  with  a  bargain  'picked-off'  from  a  less  knowl¬ 
edgeable  seller.  This  is  especially  likely  if  the  seller  is  relying  solely  on 
printage  figures  or  known  populations  from  which  to  infer  a  price  for  his 
material. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Confederate  Notes,  with  their  wide  range  of  available  rarities,  and  with 
prices  from  the  most  common  (and  inexpensive)  to  the  rarest  (and  priciest), 
continue  to  attract  a  growing  collector  base.  The  same  is  true  of  the  Obsolete 
Note  field,  which  is  also  now  characterized  by  a  growing  population  of 
buyers  willing  to  pay  what  would  have  been  unheard-of-prices  only  a 
decade  ago,  for  rarities  necessary  to  fill  gaps  in  their  collections.  Western- 
related  paper  ephemera,  particularly  items  related  to  the  mining  and  trans¬ 
portation  industries,  continues  to  grow  in  popularity.

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Continental  &  Colonial  Currency 

.  .  .an  update

Colonial  Currency  has  been  collected  since  the  colonies  began  printing 
the  notes.  Almost  all  of  the  prominent  numismatists  of  the  past  had  at  least 
a  few  examples  in  their  collections,  and  some  had  larger  quantities.  There 
are  many  ways  to  collect  these  early  notes,  some  quite  simple,  while  others 
may  be  more  difficult.  Some  collectors  may  limit  their  pursuit  to  one  or 
two  colonies,  or  perhaps  collect  by  'type'. 

Others  may  collect  certain  signatures  -  all  colonial  notes  were  hand- 
signed.  We  can  find  many  famous  or  historical  figures  associated  with 
these  notes.  Ben  Franklin  printed  many  colonial  notes,  and  some  of  the 
currency  signers  also  signed  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  Most  all 
were  important  persons  of  their  time,  and  the  stories  and  history  behind 
those  signatures  can  be  very  fascinating  and  informative. 

Regardless  of  the  way  the  notes  are  collected,  condition  does  not  play 
as  important  a  part  as  in  other  currency  fields.  The  early  'primitive' 
printing  methods  do  not  attract  some  of  the  condition  conscious  collec¬ 
tors,  but  rather  others  who  appreciate  the  history  and  special  appeal  of 
these  charming  issues. 


The  current  market  continues  to  be  mainly  collector-based,  and  thus 
not  as  subject  to  the  sharp  upturns,  and  downturns,  of  other  markets.  Most 
issues  are  readily  saleable  at  the  levels  indicated  on  the  current  price 
guide.  Note  that  the  prices  indicated  are  for  the  most  common  types  from 
each  colony  -  other  varieties  may  command  much  higher  prices.

These  'type'  prices  are  not  indicative  of  prices  for  other  types 
or  varieties  from  the  same  colony,  which  may  be  substantially  more.  Exceptionally  bright,  well-centered  examples  are  worth  a  premium  over  the 
uncirculated  values.  Values  refer  to  dealer-to-dealer  trading,  with  retail  prices  somewhat  higher,  depending  on  the  scarcity  of  the  notes  from  that  issuer 
and  the  tenacity  of  the  buyer  or  seller. _ _

PRICES  CONTINUE  TO  ADVANCE 


ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market 

by  Kevin  Foley 

The  American  Numismatic  Association  Convention  in  Rosemont,  Illi¬ 
nois  saw  a  confirmation  of  the  continuing  strong  demand  for  paper  money. 
Brisk  sales  activity  took  place  on  the  bourse  floor,  and  the  consensus  was 
that  the  Bowers  &  Merena  Auction  saw  generally  strong  results.  As  with 
any  auction,  there  were  some  scattered  bargains,  but  the  overall  feeling  was 
that  competitive  floor  bidding  brought  most  lots  to  relatively  satisfactory 
levels  for  consignors. 

A  significant  collection  of  Large  Size  Type  Notes  was  offered  for  sale  at 
ANA  and  found  buyers  waiting  anxiously  at  the  seller's  table  for  their 
chance  to  purchase.  The  notes  were  generally  not  available  at  what  buyers 
termed  "friendly"  prices,  but  nevertheless,  the  overall  offering  was  well 
received.  Numerous  pieces  found  new  homes  in  the  $1,000  -  $10,000  range, 
and  some  sold  in  the  mid-five  figures. 

Paper  money  dealers  also  reported  that  cash-strapped  coin  dealers  at 
the  ANA  were  offering  notes  from  their  "put-back"  material  in  an  effort  to 
increase  their  liquidity  in  the  face  of  the  continuing  soft  market  for  coins. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Large  Size  Type  continues  to  enjoy  great  popularity.  Supplies  remain 
insufficient  to  satisfy  buyer  demand.  The  consequence  is  that  prices  are  still 
advancing.  A  continuation  of  this  trend  is  anticipated  by  dealers.  Buyer 
interest  exists  for  all  price  and  condition  ranges,  and  notes  sell  as  fast  as 
dealers  can  snap  up  new  inventory.  This  is  particularly  true  for  the  lower 
and  middle  grades.  Dealers  specializing  in  this  type  of  material  find  that 
buying  competition  requires  paying  higher  and  higher  price  levels.  These 
higher  price  levels  do  not  seem  to  have  dampened  collector  demand. 

While  buyers  seeking  the  highest  quality  notes  are  quite  selective,  the 
higher-priced  items  are  selling  at  current  levels  and  there  is  also  upward 
price  pressure  for  the  uncirculated  notes.  Buyer  emphasis  on  "eye  appeal" 
factors,  such  as  nice  centering,  strong  color  and  freedom  from  heavy 
counting  marks  is  most  evident  for  the  uncirculated  notes.  Material  suffer¬ 
ing  from  very  tight  or  cut-in  margins  can  be  difficult  to  sell.  In  fact,  a  nicely 
centered  and  lightly  folded  Almost  Uncirculated  note  can  often  be  sold  to 
a  collector  for  more  than  an  Uncirculated  piece  suffering  from  some  of  the 
aforementioned  impairments. 

The  lowest  quality  of  Uncirculated  pieces,  those  reported  herein  under 
the  "CU"  column,  can  be  maddeningly  hard  for  dealers  to  sell.  One  better 
known  Large  Size  Type  dealer  recently  quipped  that  AU  notes  will  soon  be 
worth  more  than  CU.  While  this  remark  may  have  been  made  half  in  jest, 
it  is  in  fact  quite  true.  So  great  is  the  emphasis  on  "eye  appeal"  that  the  CU 
note,  which  by  definition  suffers  from  such  distractions  as  "Centering 
problems,  pin  holes,  counting  smudges,  wrinkles,  close  margins..."  will 
almost  always  be  shunned  by  a  buyer  in  favor  of  a  better  looking  note  in  a 
lower  grade. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

The  market  for  Small  Size  Notes  continues  recent  trends.  A  modest 
hoard  of  small  packs  sold  well  at  the  ANA  Convention  and  the  satisfaction 


of  the  buyers  indicated  they  were  disappointed  only  to  the  extent  that  the 
offering  was  not  larger.  Collector  interest  in  the  tougher  small  Star  Notes 
continues  to  be  strong.  Gold  Certificates  and  Hawaii  Notes  are  the  object  of 
growing  buyer  interest.  While  this  is  often  an  area  where  the  beginner  on 
a  limited  budget  makes  his  start  in  paper  money,  it  is  certainly  not  the 
domain  of  the  occasional  dabbler.  The  typical  Small  Size  collector  can  often 
be  more  knowledgeable  than  the  dealer,  and  has  typically  taken  the  time  to 
educate  himself  about  such  esoterica  as  scarcer  blocks.  This  can  often  result 
in  a  tougher  variety  of  an  overall  type  being  purchased  for  far  less  than  its 
actual  value.  Such  possibilities  are  one  of  the  attractions  of  many  areas  of 
numismatics,  but  the  chances  for  such  reward  are  perhaps  better  here  than 
in  other  specialties. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Collectors  remain  very  interested  in  Fractional,  and  new  participants 
continue  to  enter  this  specialized  field.  The  growing  buyer  demand  makes 
this  a  field  subject  to  increasing  prices.  There  is  a  premium  for  nice 
centering,  which  should  not  be  surprising,  since  many  Fractional  collectors 
began  their  interest  in  paper  items  in  philately.  Notes  that  are  poorly  cut  can 
be  even  more  difficult  to  sell  than  their  impaired  counterparts  in  Large  Size 
Type. 

The  oft-heard  advice  to  the  collector  to  purchase  the  best  material  that 
they  can  afford  might  better  be  expressed  to  purchase  the  best  looking  material. 
This  can  be  seen  in  the  way  Fractional  collectors  operate,  and  the  particular 
emphasis  they  place  on  the  "eye  appeal"  factors  of  centering  and  strong 
color.  Price  advances  remain  concentrated  in  the  lower  to  middle  grade 
ranges  and  at  the  very  upper  ends  of  the  quality  spectrum.  At  these  price 
levels,  collectors  can  well  afford  to  be  selective. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

This  collector  dominated  field  continues  to  enjoy  increasing  popularity. 
Collectors  here  often  use  their  numismatic  interest  as  a  stepping  stone  to 
greater  awareness  of  the  economic  and  historical  heritage  of  the  areas  they 
collect.  As  such,  their  collections  tend  to  be  formed  and  held  over  relatively 
long  periods  of  time. 

When  seeking  to  locate  particular  and  specific  banks,  the  collector  soon 
learns  that  even  those  notes  presumed  to  be  "common"  can  be  hard  to  find 
'on  demand'.  The  challenge  of  the  quest  is  one  of  the  greatest  attractions  of 
the  field  for  those  interested  in  Nationals.  There  can  be  great  satisfaction 
and  happiness  enjoyed  by  the  collector  who  finally  locates  a  note  issued  by 
a  rare  bank  after  years  of  searching.  There  is  also  a  portion  of  the  National 
marketplace  more  oriented  to  grade  and  "eye  appeal".  Here  the  collector 
seeks  the  best  looking  and  most  aesthetically  pleasing  examples  of  notes 
without  regard  to  the  bank's  rarity.  The  combination  of  these  two  collector 
areas  -  bank  rarity  &  "eye  appeal"  consciousness  -  makes  this  a  field  with 
a  growing  collector  base. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Dealers  in  stocks  and  bonds  report  that  their  area  is  more  popular  than 
ever.  This  is  perhaps  because  even  the  collector  on  the  most  limited  of 
budgets  can  acquire  lovely  examples  of  the  engraver's  art .  At  the  same  time, 
there  is  also  growing  demand  for  the  upper  end  items,  especially  rarer 
pieces  with  limited  populations.  Demand  is  particularly  acute  for  pieces 
signed  by  historically  significant  persons.

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The  Series  of  1990  $100 
an  opinion...

Some  months  ago,  it  was  rumored  that  there  would  be  some 
major  changes  in  the  $100  Federal  Reserve  Note.  Due  to  a  counter¬ 
feiting  problem  with  the  currently  used  notes,  it  was  deemed 
necessary  to  use  some  additional  anti-counterfeiting  devices  in  a 
new  series  of  notes.  This  seemed  inevitable  as  advances  in  color- 
copier  technology  were  making  quality  counterfeiting  more  avail¬ 
able  to  the  'common  man'.  According  to  government  sources, 
however,  most  of  the  counterfeiting  was  going  on  overseas,  where 
the  local  population  was  somewhat  more  apt  to  accept  the  spuri¬ 
ous  notes  as  genuine.  Countries  of  the  Far  East  were  the  worst 
offenders,  it  seemed.  Rumors  also  tied  in  a  change  in  the  $100  note 
with  a  demonetization  that  would  somehow  flush  all  of  the  hoards 
of  drug  cash  out  into  the  open. 

It  had  been  said  that  all  kinds  of  changes  were  in  the  works, 
from  the  use  of  color,  to  watermarks,  to  a  total  redesign.  As  it  turns 
out ,  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  &  Printing,  and  Treasury  Secretary 
Brady,  have  chosen  to  maintain  our  traditions  of  boredom  and 
monotony  with  regards  to  our  currency  designs.  Maybe  it  wouldn't 
be  so  bad  if  we  didn't  use  to  have  such  attractive  and  colorful 
currency,  with  Indians,  buffalos  and  even  watermelons,  along 
with  a  multitude  of  attractive  vignettes  representing  many  themes 
of  Americana.  What  is  the  problem  with  these  guys,  that  they  have 
continued  to  use  our  current,  boring  designs  for  63  years?  Do  they 
really  think  that  it  will  undermine  the  acceptability  of  the  dollar? 
Or  are  they  worried  about  people  thinking  about  their  money  at 
all? 

On  the  other  hand,  we  issue  colorful  and  collectible  stamps  like 
crazy,  and  the  postal  service  really  promotes  stamp  collecting. 
Some  of  these  stamps  don't  even  have  any  use  - 1  bought  a  sheet  of 
stamps  the  other  day  with  a  beautiful  red  cardinal  (the  bird,  you 
know)  on  them.  The  most  interesting  thing  is  the  denomination, 
which  is  30  cents.  This  stamp  has  no  use  -  letters  are  .29,  post  cards 
.19,  to  Mexico  .35(1 /2oz)  &  .45(loz),  Canada  .40,  overseas  .50(1/ 
2oz)  &  .95  (loz).  What  the  hell  is  it  for?  Beats  me.  The  postal  clerks 
didn't  know  either.. .but  I  bought  some  because  they  were  pretty. 
Every  stamp  purchased  and  not  used  represents  a  tremendous 
profit  to  the  government. 

Anyway,  getting  back  to  our  'new'  $100,  it  seems  that  it  really 
is  going  to  make  an  appearance.  The  Bureau  began  production  in 


early  April  and  circulation  was  supposed  to  have  begun  in  August 
-  but  I  haven't  seen  any  .  Of  course  I  live  out  in  the  boon-docks,  so 
maybe  they're  just  not  here  yet.  The  Bureau  expects  to  have 
upwards  of  $650  million  of  the  new  notes  in  circulation  by  the 
middle  of  September.  Sad  to  say,  there  are  only  two  changes  which 
can  be  seen  by  the  naked  eye.  On  the  left  side  of  the  note  there  is  a 
vertical  'security  thread'  made  of  plastic,  and  imbedded  in  the 
paper  so  that  it  cannot  be  photocopied.  It  can  be  seen  by  holding  the 
note  between  your  eye  and  a  strong  light  source.  The  other  visible 
change  is  the  addition  of  two  fine,  vertical  lines  on  either  side  of 
Benjamin  Franklin's  head.  If  these  lines  are  viewed  under  strong 
magnification,  we  see  the  words  "United  States  of  America" 
repeated.  These  are  the  T>ig  changes'  that  the  Advanced  Counter¬ 
feit  Deterrence  Steering  Committee  has  come  up  with.  If  these  are 
the  guys  who  oversee  the  redesign  of  our  national  currency,  how 
do  we  get  rid  of  them  and  find  someone  who  will  let  our  artists 
loose? 

It  appears  that  these  big  changes  will  also  be  made  with  regard 
to  the  $50  and  $20  denominations  in  the  near  future.  I  can  hardly 
wait,  and  will  have  my  magnifying  glass  ready! 

With  regards  to  the  previous  series  of  $100  notes  (those  without 
these  wonderful  changes),  they  will  not  be  demonetized  after  all. 
They  will,  however,  be  retired  as  the  Federal  Reserve  Banks  receive 
them.  Despite  the  rumor  that  they  would  be  demonetized,  still 
another  tradition  was  adhered  to  -  demonetization  would  break 
with  tradition  as  all  currency  ever  issued  by  the  United  States  is  still 
legal  tender  for  its  face  value. 

If  I  sound  cynical,  it's  only  because  I  am.  I  really  think  it  is  a 
shame  that  our  currency  ranks  among  the  most  boring  in  the 
world.  How  far  we  have  sunk  since  the  beautiful  issues  of  the  late 
1800s  and  early  1900s.  World  currency  collecting  is  growing  by 
leaps  and  bounds,  because  it's  attractive,  it's  colorful,  and  there¬ 
fore  collectible!!  There  is  no  good  reason  why  our  currency  has  to 
be  ugly.

.  .  .across  the  market

The  overall  paper  money  marketplace  continues  its  recent  patterns 
of  strength,  evidenced  by  upward  price  pressure.  Large  Size  Type, 
Fractional  Currency,  and  National  Bank  Notes  are  in  particular  de¬ 
mand.  Also  sought  after  are  scarce  Obsolete  items.  Dealers  are  compet¬ 
ing  vigorously  at  the  wholesale  level  to  acquire  inventory,  secure  in  the 
knowledge  that  a  broadly-based  collector  interest  provides  healthy 
demand  for  their  material.  At  the  recent  ANA  Convention,  some 
dealers  complained  of  having  to  "stretch"  to  acquire  notes;  they  are 
now  expressing  regret  at  not  having  been  even  more  aggressive  in  their 
buying.  A  continuation  of  numerous  price  advances  might  be  expected 
until  such  time  as  demand  either  subsides  or  the  higher  price  levels  call 
forth  significantly  larger  supplies  than  are  presently  available. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Long  a  popular  area  with  collectors,  Large  Size  Type  continues  very 
much  in  demand.  Particular  strength  continues  to  be  displayed  by 
circulated  notes,  especially  those  in  the  $250  and  under  category. 
Scarcer  notes  in  the  'reasonably  presentable'  grades  also  remain  strong. 
"Eye  Appeal"  continues  to  be  an  important  factor  in  determining  the 
value  of  a  note.  Most  collectors  would  rather  have  a  particularly  nice 
looking  example  of  an  issue  (one  displaying  nice  centering,  color,  etc.) 
than  focus  on  the  grade  of  a  note  alone. 

Buyers  should  also  remember  that  scarcer  notes  will  often  trade  in 
advance  of  current  values.  More  informed  collectors  typically  realize 
that  with  the  scarcest  items,  listed  prices  are  able  to  provide  only  an 
approximation  of  current  values.  The  relative  needs  of  both  buyer  and 
seller,  as  well  as  their  respective  perceptions  of  the  difficulty  of  again 
finding  another  example,  can  often  be  more  important  factors  in 
determining  the  price  level. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

The  emphasis  here  seems  to  be  on  specialty  items.  Scarcer  star  notes 
remain  very  much  in  demand,  as  do  Gold  Certificates.  Uncut  sheets 
remain  a  relatively  quiet  area  with  buyer  demand  at  levels  lower  than 
at  most  times  within  the  past  decade.  At  the  beginning  of  the  '80s,  uncut 
sheets  were  one  of  the  hottest  paper  money  areas.  The  pendulum  now 
seems  to  have  swung  in  the  opposite  direction. 

The  various  issues  of  early  Federal  Reserve  Notes  long  shunned, 
may  now  be  benefitting  from  new  interest.  It  seems  that  for  the  longest 
period  only  a  handful  of  dealers  even  bothered  to  stock  such  items. 
Premiums  above  face  were  low,  and  serious  buyers  were  few  and  far 
between.  Some  dealers  now  indicate  that  such  items  show  promise  of 
being  in  demand  at  commercially  viable  levels,  and  they  also  indicate 
that  they  are  rethinking  their  long-standing  aversion  to  such  material. 
Whether  this  will  result  in  the  emergence  of  a  serious  two-way  market 
remains  to  be  seen. 


FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Observations  reported  here  in  the  recent  past  remain  true  today. 
There  is  vigorous  demand  for  the  lowest  price  levels  and  conditions. 
Healthy  collector  and  dealer  interest  exists  for  top-quality  Gem  mate¬ 
rial.  Really  outstanding  fractional  pieces  are  actually  much  scarcer  than 
their  current  prices  would  indicate,  and  some  collectors  are  anticipat¬ 
ing  significant  price  advances.  Even  in  the  more  common  issues, 
outstanding  Gem  fractionals  are  a  particular  challenge  to  locate.  Top- 
quality  items  here  often  trade  for  significant  premiums. 

Just  as  the  occasional  piece  with  jumbo  margins  can  command  large 
premiums,  the  more  pedestrian  notes  with  centering  problems  remain 
difficult  for  dealers  to  move.  This  is  not  surprising  when  one  remem¬ 
bers  that  a  reasonably  nice  item  can  be  had  for  $50  against  a  "bargain" 
impaired  note  for  perhaps  half  that  amount.  The  typical  collector 
would  rather  acquire  the  still  reasonably  priced  better-quality  note 
than  to  save  a  relatively  modest  sum  buying  the  inferior  item. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

This  might  actually  be  regarded  as  two  largely  separate  market¬ 
places.  One  consists  of  the  so-called  "Type"  National.  Demand  here  is 
for  the  more  common  note,  where  value  is  more  a  function  of  cond  ition 
rather  than  bank  rarity.  The  other  collector  emphasis  is  on  notes  whose 
value  is  determined  more  by  bank  rarity  than  by  condition.  In  fact,  in 
this  marketplace  a  well-circulated  note  can  often  find  a  more  ready 
home  than  its  uncirculated  cousin.  Uncirculated  Nationals,  in  many 
cases,  come  from  larger  hoards,  so  the  emergence  of  a  previously 
undiscovered  note  in  a  higher  grade  can  often  lead  to  some  skepticism 
that  it  may  be  part  of  an  even  larger  group  (and  thus  perhaps  not  so  rare 
after  all).  A  discovery  example  in  VG  or  Fine  is  less  likely  to  meet  such 
a  suspicious  reception. 

The  demand  for  material  in  both  these  segments  has  been  consis¬ 
tently  strong  for  some  time.  Rare  notes  from  a  "hot"  state  can  often 
bring  prices  which  leave  some  collectors  (and  dealers!)  shaking  their 
heads  in  amazement.  Similarly,  rare  items  from  an  out-of- favor  state 
can  often  yield  disappointing  results. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Obsolete  Notes  continue  to  enjoy  spirited  demand.  Rare  notes 
missing  from  the  holdings  of  advanced  collectors  trade  at  historically 
high  levels.  Collectors  here  appreciate  rarity  more  than  condition,  and 
the  state  of  preservation  of  a  truly  scarce  obsolete  note  is  secondary  to 
its  rarity  in  determining  value. 

AUCTIONS 

Upcoming  are  a  number  of  important  auction  offerings.  In  October, 
Stack's  will  offer  a  large  holding  of  uncut  sheets  of  National  Bank 
Notes.  The  sale  will  also  include  such  important  rarities  as  serial 
number  one  Large  Size  Type  Notes.  The  Stack's  sale  will  be  followed 
later  the  same  week  by  Lyn  Knight's  auction  in  conjunction  with  the  St. 
Louis  National  and  WorldPaper  Money  Convention.  Currency  Auc¬ 
tions  of  America  will  launch  the  1992  paper  money  auction  calendar 
with  its  Orlando  auction,  featuring  National  Bank  Notes,  Large  Size 
Type,  and  Obsoletes.

One  of  the  wonderful  things  about  the  hobby  of  currency  collecting 
is  that  there  is  ample  opportunity  for  specialty  interests.  During  the 
past  four  years,  I  have  dealt  nearly  exclusively  in  U.S.  and  World  Wide 
currency  with  special  serial  numbers.  First,  perhaps  a  few  words  of 
definition  would  be  appropriate  -  after  all,  the  concept  of  special  is  a  lot 
like  beauty  -  much  of  it  lies  in  the  eyes  of  the  beholder. 

What  is  a  special  serial  number?  Special  serial  numbers  (herein  SSN, 
and  also  known  as  fancy  serial  numbers)  fall  into  five  main  categories: 
1)  Notes  with  the  serial  number  00000001;  2)  Notes  with  repeating  (or 
"solid")  serial  numbers:  11111111;  22222222;  etc.,  and  especially 
99999999;  3)  Radar  Notes  with  serial  numbers  that  are  palindromes, 
reading  the  same  forwards  or  backwards,  such  as  12344321;  4)  Repeater 
Notes  whose  digits  repeat  themselves,  such  as  55445544;  and  5)  Notes 
with  low  serial  numbers,  such  as  those  under  00000100  (but  not  the  very 
lowest  numbers!).  In  this  article,  we  will  concern  ourselves  primarily 
with  the  first  two  categories,  as  these  command  the  greatest  interest, 
and  consequently  the  highest  premiums.  The  demand  for  these  last 
categories  continues  to  be  only  a  minimal  premium  over  Type  value.

Collectors  of  paper  money  have  generally  witnessed  a  steady,  slow 
increase  in  prices  over  the  past  four  years.  Since  the  Greensheet  does  not 
publish  prices  for  SSN  currency,  you  may  not  be  aware  of  pricing 
activity  in  this  specialty.  Collectors  of  SSN  currency  are  aware  of  some 
substantial  price  increases  in  recent  years;  in  many  cases,  prices  for 
these  notes  have  advanced  at  multiples  of  other  areas  of  currency 
collecting!  Some  dealers  look  upon  these  notes  as  nothing  but  a 
curiosity ;  these  notes  may  be  curious,  but  it  is  curiosity  that  has  translated 
into  a  very  real  and  growing  demand!  Looking  at  the  price  performance 
of  this  material,  some  surprises  may  be  in  store.  From  first-hand 
knowledge,  let  me  give  you  some  idea  of  price  increases  over  the  past

Are  these  notes  still  changing  hands  at  these  levels? 

What  is  going  on  in  the  Canadian  and  World  Wide  special  serial 
numbered  currency  markets? 

What  has  happened  to  the  hundreds  of  serial  number  00000001  & 
99999999  notes  that  have  been  printed  since  the  1963  series  but  remain 
unaccounted  for?

NATIONALS  &  CIRC  LARGE  TYPE  IN  DEMAND 


ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market 

by  Kevin  Foley 

The  mid-October  National  and  World  Paper  Money  Convention,  sponsored  by 
the  PCDA,  IBNS  and  SPMC,  is  now  history.  Coming  only  a  week  after  a  Long  Beach 
Show  that  many  paper  money  dealers  regarded  as  commercially  disappointing,  the 
St.  Louis  event  was  viewed  with  some  apprehension.  Some  dealers  even  feared  that 
a  market  reversal  might  be  at  hand.  Quite  the  contrary,  however!  Most  of  the  table 
holders  in  St.  Louis  reported  sales  that  were  at  least  satisfactory,  and  a  significant 
number  reported  very  strong  results. 

The  now  all  too  familiar  refrain  of  "not  enough  new  material  to  buy"  was  once 
again  heard  as  dealers  focused  most  of  their  efforts  on  finding  new  stock.  Unlike 
some  collectible  marketplaces,  where  inventory  seems  to  be  constantly  recirculated 
from  dealer  to  short-term  speculator  to  dealer,  the  paper  money  market  enjoys 
healthy  collector  support.  The  typical  collector-customer  purchases  and  holds  for 
the  long  term.  This  behavior  results  in  price  movements  based  on  the  fundamentals 
of  supply  and  demand.  Such  movements  tend  to  take  place  at  a  more  leisurely  pace, 
whether  in  an  up  or  down  direction.  This  is  in  sharp  contrast  to  more  speculator- 
dominated  marketplaces  where  wild  price  swings  can  take  place  over  relatively 
short  periods  of  time  as  supplies  are  manipulated  by  small  groups  of  insiders  with 
no  real  collector  support  or  demand. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

The  pattern  of  activity  here  remains  largely  unchanged  from  the  previous 
month.  In  strongest  demand  are  the  lower-priced  well-circulated  notes  that  are  of 
greatest  appeal  to  the  beginning  collector.  The  middle-grade  ranges  also  enjoy  solid 
support,  particularly  for  the  scarcer  notes  where  an  attractive  EF  note  might  sell  in 
the  $500  range  while  a  Choice  or  Gem  note  might  be  in  the  $2,500-$3,000  area. 
Uncirculated  notes  continue  to  enjoy  strong  support  and  one  specialist  in  this  area 
is  reported  to  have  spent  in  excess  of  $200,000  on  new  purchases  at  the  August  ANA 
and  the  October  St.  Louis  show. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

The  pattern  of  activity  here  remains  very  much  as  reported  last  month.  There 
seems  to  be  growing  dealer  interest  in  early  Federal  Reserve  Notes,  an  area  most  had 
long  shunned.  Perhaps  repeated  customer  requests  have  finally  convinced  some 
dealers  that  this  is  an  area  worth  their  efforts.  Buyer  interest  seems  inclined  towards 
better  quality  notes,  perhaps  not  surprising  when  many  small  size  Gems  are 
available  for  $50  or  less;  the  incentive  to  compromise  on  quality  and  opt  for  a 
'bargain'  with  a  problem  for  perhaps  $25  is  relatively  small.  Unlike  the  Large  Size 
market  where  the  premium  for  a  Gem  can  be  significant  in  both  relative  and  absolute 
terms,  the  more  abundant  supply  of  top-quality  small  notes  quite  justifiably  results 
in  the  lower  premium. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

The  Fractional  market  continues  to  be  a  strong  one.  With  100-year  old  items 
available  for  $10-$15,  this  area  continues  to  attract  beginners  on  lower  budgets,  and 
also  enjoys  considerable  support  from  non-numismatic  sources.  Antique  and  flea 
market  dealers  are  able  to  place  lower-grade  notes  at  prices  in  excess  of  those 
commanded  from  numismatic  buyers.  This  movement  of  material  outside  tradi¬ 
tional  numismatic  markets  will  continue  to  decrease  available  supply  and  place 
additional  upward  pressure  on  price  levels. 

Top-quality  Fractional  continues  to  gather  strength,  and  there  is  considerable 
demand  for  rare  varieties.  Occasional  sales  of  absolute  top  quality  notes  at  the  upper 
ranges  of  the  Gem  category  are  reported  well  above  Greensheet  levels.  Fractional 
seems  to  be  a  marketplace  where,  more  than  any  other,  the  participants  are  willing 
to  pay  the  most  significant  premiums  for  condition  rarity. 


NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

This  persists  as  the  most  collector-oriented  of  the  paper  specialties,  and  will 
likely  remain  so.  Supplies  are  simply  too  thin  to  be  subject  to  the  types  of  dealer 
promotions  which  can  and  do  take  place  in  other  collectible  environments.  The 
typical  buyer  remains  a  collector  quietly  buying  notes  from  a  state  (or  portion  of  a 
state),  who  has  been  at  his  quest  for  many  years,  and  anticipates  continuing  well  into 
the  future. 

Price  levels  for  a  particular  state  depend  not  only  on  the  rarity  of  a  particular 
bank,  but  the  number  of  collectors  and  their  relative  financial  means.  A  state  with 
a  half-dozen  blue  collar  workers  as  its  primary  collector  base  will  see  a  significant 
increase  in  prices  for  its  notes  should  a  new  collector  with  a  stronger  check  book 
enter  the  fray.  Because  of  the  overall  thin  supply  of  both  buyers  and  notes,  an 
aggressive  collector  can  sometimes  find  that  he  is,  in  fact,  the  market  -  in  the  sense  that 
he  defines  the  ultimate  prices  for  better  material  by  his  willingness  and  ability  to  pay 
higher  levels  to  acquire  notes.  The  departure  of  such  a  collector  can  redefine  price 
levels  downward. 

There  also  exists  an  almost  entirely  separate  market  for  higher  grade  and 
uncirculated  "type"  nationals,  those  where  the  supply  from  a  particular  bank  is 
more  abundant  and  the  focus  of  the  buyer  is  eye-appeal  and  condition  rather  than 
rarity.  The  potential  buyer  for  the  "type"  National  is  more  likely  to  also  be  interested 
in  acquiring  Uncirculated  Large  Size  Type  and  typically  fails  to  have  the  same 
appreciation  for  bank  rarity  that  a  state  collector  finds  as  his  primary  motivation. 
Both  of  these  separate  interests  currently  enjoy  stronger  levels  of  support  from 
collectors  than  ever  before. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  Obsolete  area  remains  in  strong  demand,  particularly  those  rarer  items 
needed  by  advanced  collectors.  Price  levels  for  such  rarities,  by  the  standards  of  just 
ten  years  ago,  are  amazing.  Stocks  and  Bonds  are  also  experiencing  a  growth  of 
collector  interest,  no  doubt  based  on  a  growing  appreciation  for  the  fact  that  this 
marketplace  offers  something  for  every  budget  level.  Entry  level  material  is  avail¬ 
able  for  less  than  $5  per  item.  At  the  same  time,  items  of  historical  significance  are 
available  at  considerably  higher  levels,  and  rarities  can  take  years  to  locate. 


Military  Payment  Certificates 

an  update...

Dealers  are  taking  advantage  of  the  activity  levels  in  the  MPC  market  to  move 
inventory  material.  Some  of  the  lower  priced  issues  have  been  offered  for  sale  at 
advantageous  prices.  Upward  movement  can  be  found  on  the  notes  with  a  shortage 
of  material,  while  lower  asks  are  moving  some  of  the  more  common  notes.  These 
'affordable'  notes  are  being  quickly  absorbed  by  the  collector-based  market.  Price 
movements  of  the  higher-priced  notes  continue  to  be  rather  sluggish,  though  the 
intermediate  grades  are  somewhat  stronger. 

Replacement  notes,  the  'star'  notes  of  the  MPC  world,  seem  to  have  reached  their 
upper  price  limits  -  at  least  for  the  present.  At  these  higher  levels,  active  collectors 
have  all  but  disappeared,  and  many  of  the  notes  remain  unsold.  Years  ago,  many 
replacement  notes  could  be  found  in  dealers'  stocks  at  regular  note  prices.  Today, 
everyone  seems  to  know  how  to  tell  if  a  note  is  one  of  the  replacements  (i.e.,  no  suffix 
letter  in  the  serial  number). 

All  in  all,  the  MPC  market  remains  quite  active,  and  though  some  varieties  are 
somewhat  stagnant,  collectors  are  seizing  the  opportunity  to  add  some  very  nice 
material  to  their  collections.

Circulated;  may  have  some  folds;  still  has  some  crispness. 

Some  circulation;  may  show  several  folds  and  will  have  lost  some  of  its  crispness  and  color. 

Well-circulated  with  little  crispness  remaining;  edges  may  be  rough. 

Will  be  fairly  well-soiled;  may  be  significantly  worn;  might  have  roughness  around  the  edges  with  only  minute  problems.

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MARKET  REMAINS  HEALTHY 

NATIONALS  AND  COLLECTOR  NOTES  STRONGEST 


ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market 

by  Kevin  Foley 

The  overall  paper  money  marketplace  remains  largely  as  it  has  been  in  the  recent 
past.  The  strongest  demand  is  for  the  lower-  to  medium-priced  items  favored  by 
collectors,  and  for  rare  National  Bank  Notes.  While  the  coin  market  seems  to  be 
continuing  its  longer-term  weakness,  this  is  definitely  not  the  case  in  the  paper 
money  area.  The  existence  of  a  strong  fundamental  demand  from  retail  customers 
creates  a  viable  two-way  marketplace.  Collectors  buy  from  dealers,  and  when  they 
later  desire  to  liquidate  any  or  all  of  their  holdings,  they  return  to  the  dealers  to  find 
a  ready  secondary  market.  Dealers  are  not  only  willing,  but  anxious,  to  repurchase 
material,  since  they  know  it  can  be  readily  resold  to  still  other  collectors. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Nicer-looking  circulated  notes  are  in  considerable  demand.  The  supply  in  this 
area  remains  inadequate  by  a  large  margin  to  satisfy  buyer  'wants'.  Both  collectors 
and  dealers  know  this,  and  it  makes  them  motivated  buyers  when  material  does 
become  available.  A  collector  seeking  a  $20  1891  Silver  Certificate  in  the  $300-$500 
price-range  generally  learns  quite  soon  that  when  one  does  become  available,  the 
consequence  of  not  purchasing  it  may  mean  a  long  and  exasperating  wait  for  another 
example.  The  dealer  offering  such  an  item  also  knows  that  if  one  buyer  passes,  it 
won't  be  too  long  before  another  comes  along  who  will  be  quite  pleased  with  the 
note.  This  surplus  of  buyers  and  lack  of  supply  can  be  expected  to  continue  exerting 
upward  pressure  on  prices. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

As  observed  here  previously,  the  demand  for  Small  Size  Type  does  not  yet 
approach  that  found  for  Large  Type  Notes.  Interest  here  tends  to  focus  more  on 
specialty  areas,  such  as  rarer  Star  Notes,  scarce  prefix  and  suffix  letter  combinations, 
etc.  Because  of  the  large  supply  available  with  respect  to  current  demand,  upward 
price  pressure  will  be  unlikely  until  new  collectors  enter  the  marketplace.  The  focus 
on  rare  specialty  items,  however,  is  causing  price  increases  in  these  more  esoteric 
areas.  By  definition,  the  floating  supply  of  scarcer  items  is  always  quite  thin,  and 
even  the  appearance  of  a  small  number  of  new  buyers  for  thinly  traded  material  can 
cause  relatively  rapid  upward  price  movements;  their  departure  can  just  as  easily 
result  in  price  declines. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Fractional  remains  a  popular  field  with  collectors,  both  beginning  and  ad¬ 
vanced.  Especially  popular  are  the  lower-priced  notes  appealing  primarily  to 
beginners.  Also  in  demand  are  the  top-quality  items  selling  for  the  higher  three-  and 
four-figure  prices.  If  there  is  any  area  of  weakness  in  Fractional,  it  is  for  the  problem 
uncirculated  note  with  cut-in  margins.  Such  items  tend  to  remain  in  dealers' 
inventories  unsold  for  long  periods.  It  can  also  be  difficult  for  the  collector  holding 
one  to  find  any  willing  buyer  in  the  dealer  fraternity.  The  logic  of  buyers  seems  to 
be  that  a  flawed  item  selling  for  $50  is  no  bargain  when  a  reasonably  presentable, 
problem-free,  example  can  be  had  for  $100.  Of  all  the  collecting  specialties,  this  one 
places  the  greatest  emphasis  on  centering  as  an  "eye  appeal"  factor.  A  perfectly- 
centered  note  with  jumbo  margins  will  sell  for  a  much  higher  premium  (as  a 
percentage  of  its  overall  value)  than  will  a  corresponding  item  in  Large  Size  Type. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Nationals  are  an  area  commercially  dominated  by  a  small  number  of  dealers 
who  make  an  effort  to  remain  informed  of  the  collectors  for  each  of  the  states  and  the 
current  demands.  This  can  take  considerable  time,  effort,  and  study.  The  reward  is 
being  able  to  place  this  hard-earned  information  to  good  use  by  purchasing 
advantageously  from  a  willing  seller,  and  being  able  to  quickly  resell  to  a  willing 
buyer.  Knowing  the  buyers  who  value  such  items  most  highly  can  result  in  profit 

;  The  Greensheet  reports  the  national 


levels  that  are  the  envy  of  other  dealers.  Profits  in  an  inventory-based  business  are 
a  justly  earned  reward  for  the  resourcefulness  and  energy  required  to  bring  supply 
and  demand  together. 

Collecting  National  Bank  Notes  remains  probably  the  greatest  challenge  of  any 
of  the  paper  specialties.  At  whatever  budget-level  the  collector  is  operating,  whether 
he  can  afford  notes  costing  a  maximum  of  $250  or  $5,000,  locating  notes  to  buy  can 
present  considerable  difficulty.  When  a  collector  has  operated  in  his  field  for  any 
length  of  time,  he  comes  to  appreciate  the  need  to  purchase  scarce  material  when  it 
becomes  available.  The  consequence  of  "passing"  can  be  an  unpredictably  long  wait 
for  another  example. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Stocks  and  Bonds  continue  to  enjoy  considerable  interest.  Market  support  for 
rare  Obsolete  Notes  continues  to  be  strong.  Demand  for  Colonial  material  remains 
stable,  as  does  that  for  Confederate. 


CURRENCY  WHOSE  DAZE  IS  NUMBERED  - 
NOTES  WITH  SPECIAL  SERIAL  NUMBERS  —  PART  II 

by  Mike  Abramson 

In  Part  I,  we  looked  at  some  of  the  issues  involved  in  collecting  U.S.  Currency  with 
special  serial  numbers  (SSN),  and  also  noted  the  substantial  premiums  that  collectors  were 
willing  to  pay  for  the  most  desirable  material.  We  raised  several  questions  necessary  to 
understanding  this  specialized  market. 

Why  have  the  substantial  price  increases  occurred? 

A  combination  of  factors  account  for  the  rapid  price  increases  on  the  very  best 
SSN  material.  Thesupply  of  the  best  SSN  (00000001, 11111111, 99999999, 100000000) 
has  consistently  been  insufficient  to  satisfy  market  demand.  There  is  so  little  of  this 
rare  material  that  it  takes  only  one  major  buyer  to  drive  prices  slowly  upward.  Two 
major  buyers  vying  for  rarities  can  push  prices  ahead  of  the  rest  of  the  currency 
market. 

Since  1987,  at  least  one  major  buyer  has  been  willing  to  spend  an  annual  six- 
figure  sum  buying  SSN,  both  in  small  and  large  size.  It  doesn't  take  an  SSN  collector 
long  to  figure  out  that  SSNs  will  appear  only  10  times  in  each  block  of  99,999,999 
notes,  making  them  extremely  rare.  Astute  dealers  and  collectors  have  come  to 
realize  that  it  may  take  only  $100,000  to  $200,000  to  vacuum  the  marketplace  of  the 
best  SSN  notes  offered  each  year.  When  even  a  handful  of  others  are  seeking  the 
same  material,  demand  forces  prices  higher. 


Will  these  price  increases  continue  (in  our  opinion,  of  course )? 

No  one  can  guarantee  that  price  increases  in  any  area  of  numismatics  (or  real 
estate,  or  the  stock  market,  or  baseball  cards)  will  continue  into  the  future.  This 
author  is  aware  of  six  major  individuals  currently  pursuing  this  material,  each  with 
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a  different  degree  of  aggressiveness.  Two  of  the  buyers  are  prepared  to  set  new 
benchmark''  prices  to  obtain  the  best  of  these  SSN  appearing  this  year,  so  the 
prognosis  for  further  short-term  price  increases  is  favorable. 

As  is  the  case  with  other  specialty  areas  (certain  states  in  National  Bank  Notes, 
for  example),  the  price  of  SSN  notes  might  decline  substantially  if  the  strongest 
buyer  should  lose  interest.  Should  a  major  holder  of  notes  decide  to  sell  his  collection, 
the  combination  of  lesser  demand  and  increased  supply  could  force  prices  down¬ 
ward. 

The  remaining  wild-card  in  the  pricing  deck  is  the  current  whereabouts  of  all  of 
the  serial  #00000001  and  #99999999  notes  printed  since  1981.  We  will  examine  this 
question  in  detail. 

Are  these  notes  still  changing  hands  at  these  levels? 

The  current  marketplace  for  the  best  SSN  notes  is  vibrant,  and  prices  continue 
to  move  ahead  each  quarter.  Again,  it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  this  is  being  driven 
by  only  two  or  three  collectors  aggressively  seeking  these  specialty  items. 


What  is  going  on  in  the  Canadian  and  World  Wide  special  serial  numbered 
currency  markets? 

In  the  spring  of  1990,  Walter  Allan  released  a  substantial  quantity  of  SSN 
Canadian  Small  Size  Type  notes.  Having  been  personally  involved  in  the  sale,  I  was 
concerned  about  the  market's  ability  to  absorb  over  500  such  notes.  Much  to  my 
surprise,  this  accumulation  was  absorbed  by  collectors  within  ninety  days  of 
publication  of  the  retail  price  list.  Since  that  time,  additional  fancy  serial  numbered 
Canadian  Small  Size  Notes  have  come  on  the  market,  and  were  greeted  with 
somewhat  less  enthusiasm.  Prices  have  stabilized  at  about  the  same  levels  of 
eighteen  months  ago,  with  further  price  advances  being  rejected  by  the  current 
collector  marketplace.  At  present,  solid  serial  numbers  will  sell  quickly,  with  the 
"million"  serial  numbered  notes  sitting  in  inventory  unless  offered  at  bargain  prices. 

From  this  author's  viewpoint,  the  marketplace  for  SSN  notes  from  countries 
other  than  the  U.S.  and  Canada  is  extremely  limited.  The  occasional  #1  note  (from 
countries  other  than  India  or  the  Philippines)  will  sell,  but  generally  at  relatively 
small  premiums  over  "type"  value. 

What  has  happened  to  the  hundreds  of  serial  number  00000001  &  99999999  notes 
that  have  been  printed  since  the  1963  series  but  remain  unaccounted  for? 

Part  of  the  fun  of  any  area  of  collecting  is  delving  into  the  mysteries  encountered, 
and  SSN  notes  are  no  exception.  What  is  happening  to  the  serial  number  00000001 
notes  that  have  been  printed  by  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  &  Printing  each  year  since 
1963?  As  many  reading  this  will  know,  the  B.E.P.  has  been  publishing  a  monthly  list 
of  all  of  the  serial  numbers  printed,  by  series,  denomination  and  block.  Since  1963, 
hundreds  upon  hundreds  of  serial  #1  notes  have  been  printed  in  $1-$100  denomina¬ 
tions.  Until  the  early  1980s,  dozens  of  serial  #99999999  were  also  printed.  Research 


has  verified  less  than  fifty  1963-1988  A  serial  #00000001  notes  and  only  four  serial 
#99999999  in  private  hands. 

The  B.E.P.  continues  to  print  serial  #1  notes  (often  as  many  as  a  dozen  or  more 
in  a  month!),  but  only  sparingly  prints  serial  #99999999  notes  (which  theoretically 
appear  in  sheet  form  to  be  sold  to  the  public.  For  the  nine  years  between  1981  and 
1990,  not  a  single  sale  of  a  post-1981  series  #00000001  could  be  verified.  Mysteri¬ 
ously,  a  $1  and  a  $20  1988A  FRN  with  serial  #1  appeared  at  two  different  banks  on 
or  about  September  1990.  Both  of  these  notes  were  part  of  the  "mysteriously 
missing"  first  bricks  that  have  dodged  bank  vault  tellers  at  the  largest  money  center 
banks  in  major  metropolitan  areas.  Having  been  in  regular  contact  with  two  of  the 
most  prolific  such  vault  tellers,  neither  had  gotten  a  brick  of  notes  beginning  with 
serial  #00000001  since  1981.  With  these  #1  notes  commanding  $2,000+  in  today's 
marketplace,  it  is  most  curious  that  they  are  disappearing  as  fast  as  they  are  printed. 


Attempts  to  contact  the  B.E.P.,  the  Treasury  Department,  and  the  Federal 
Reserve  Banks  in  writing  regarding  the  whereabouts  of  the  missing  serial  #00000001 
bricks  has  also  yielded  no  information  of  value.  The  few  responses  received  indicate 
that  the  addressee  had  no  idea  where  any  specific  serial  number  was  sent  after  being 
printed.  When  this  author  sent  a  follow-up  letter  to  the  B.E.P.  stating  that  one  bank 
vault  teller  (who  saw  an  average  of  600,000  in  new  ones  each  week,  with  all  serial 
numbers  in  ascending  numerical  order!)  had  not  seen  a  first  brick  in  the  past  nine 
years,  the  B.E.P.  clammed  up.  No  response  has  ever  been  received,  nor  is  one 
expected.  Queries  to  B.E.P.  staff  manning  B.E.P.  booths  at  numismatic/ syngraphic 
conventions  has  resulted  in  no  answers,  promises  to  inquire  and  respond,  and  not 
a  single  letter! 

The  B.E.P.  stopped  printing  serial  #99999999  for  general  circulation  nearly  a 
decade  ago.  However,  the  report  of  uncut  sheet  printing  indicates  that  many  such 
notes  have  been  printed  for  sale.  In  contacting  dealers  and  collectors  specializing  in 
uncut  sheets  during  the  1980s,  not  a  single  sheet  with  serial  #99999999  can  be  verified 
to  exist  in  private  hands.  Attempts  to  ascertain  the  reasons  here  have  likewise  been 
met  with  silence. 

So,  what  has  happened  to  these  serial  #00000001  and  #99999999  notes?  No  one 
knows  for  sure,  but  two  bank  vault  tellers  who  personally  know  individuals  at  the 
Federal  Reserve  Banks  that  handle  large  shipments  of  currency  tell  the  same  story. 
Supposedly,  the  B.E.P.  does  ship  these  first  bricks  out  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Banks, 
but  with  long-standing  instructions  to  either  destroy  the  first  brick  or  co-mingle 
these  low  serial  numbers  with  circulated  currency.  I  have  little  confidence  that  this 
is  the  definitive  explanation  of  the  missing  #1  notes.  With  values  around  $2,000,  it 
does  make  one  wonder  if  someone,  somewhere  within  the  system  knows  what  is 
really  happening.

No  trace  of  circulation.  Can  have  centering  problems,  pin  holes,  counting  smudges,  wrinkles,  close  margins,  or  a  corner  tip  fold  (not  into  design). 
(Almost  new)  These  will  be  much  the  same  as  a  "new"  note  except  for  a  single  fold  or  several  corner  folds. 

Circulated;  may  have  some  folds;  still  has  some  crispness. 

Some  circulation;  may  show  several  folds  and  will  have  lost  some  of  its  crispness  and  color. 

Well-circulated  with  little  crispness  remaining;  edges  may  be  rough. 

Will  be  fairly  well-soiled;  may  be  significantly  worn;  might  have  roughness  around  the  edges  with  only  minute  problems.
